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Preface 


I have the sweetest memories of talks with my father, Benjamin Clyde Hord, 
about the Hord family. His recollections of his mother, Laura, always made me cry as 
he was just eleven when she died. She was such a beautiful woman and her 
photographs were almost haunting. . . the way she looked beyond the camera, 
holding one hand behind her back; her stance — one of unstoppable fortitude. The 
mystery of her was the spark that ignited a love for genealogy in me all those years 


ago. I consider it one of my greatest personal losses not to have ever known her. 


I remember feeling a sense of pride in my father's side of the family after 
attending the Hord Family reunions. I also remember feeling overwhelmed with the 
complexity of the descendant lines; I wanted to figure it out. I began reaching out to 
my Aunt LaRue and some of my older cousins who could verify and add to my 
growing files. I purchased a genealogy database program and began the long process 
of a “genealogy do-over.” At a family reunion one October, I was nominated and 
elected the Hord family “Historian;” my hobby became a beloved duty. After I retired 
in 2014, I started devoting even more time to the pursuit of Hord history. I was 


finding my new passion after 25 years of teaching biology. 


The idea for writing “The Hords of Harris Creek” came about after a cousin, 
Ann Mauney Williams, said to me, “Paula — you need to write a book!” In 2016, I 
created the website, “The Hords of Harris Creek,” but soon realized there was still a 
large number of family members who “just don't do the Internet.” Additionally, at 
least three libraries I had visited did not have computers in their genealogy rooms, so 


I imagined how helpful a print version of the website would be in these places. 


I hope the book's organization makes clear who belongs to who. In conducting 
research for the book, I noticed an emerging pattern — I was never sure I had the 
right ancestor until I matched the person with other family members. Without those 
loved ones, I could not label that person an ancestor. I came to appreciate the idea 
that when we are gone, we are not defined by the money we had or the stuff we 
owned. We are defined by the people we loved and the people who loved us. And so I 


feel everyone deserves to be remembered. To that end, I have done my best. 
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Introduction 


The Hords of Harris Creek is the story of James and Martha Puryear Hord 
and their seven children, who left Virginia in the early 19" Century and became the 
first Hord family to settle in western North Carolina. At that time, there was no 
Cleveland County, North Carolina. The area in which they settled was part of 
Rutherford County. Some of the children of James and Martha Puryear Hord settled 
a few miles west in Lincoln County. The north-south line dividing the two counties 
followed roughly what is now Highways 18 and 180. Both counties were previously 
part of the old Tryon County which also incorporated a small area in the upstate of 
South Carolina. In 1841 an eastern portion of Rutherford County and a western 
portion of Lincoln County were ceded to create Cleaveland County. Later, the 
spelling was changed to Cleveland County. I have written this book for my Cleveland 


County Hord cousins and local interested parties as my primary audience. 


Rather than a book on ancestry, this book starts with this one couple and 
follows their descendants forward in time telling the stories of who they were and 
who they loved, where they traveled and what became of them and their children. 
The scope of this book is limited to five generations of descendants; many sixth 
generation descendants are still living and I wanted to respect their privacy. I have 
tried to achieve consistency in the kind of information about the families. Beyond the 
vital information, I have included the names of spouses and children, and spouses' 
parents in the earliest of generations. I have also attempted to find the place of burial 
for everyone, and cause of death if it was of special interest or particularly untimely. 
In some cases, I have had the good fortune to find a copy of the person's obituary 
and so have included excerpts. I regret that I do not have those for all; it would have 
been wonderful to have included an occupation at minimum for each and everyone. I 
have tried to include a comprehensive list of citations for information on the first two 
generations. For generations three through five, I have created a bibliography of 
sources used. There are probably many instances in which I have failed to cite the 
record. With that in mind, here is the method to my madness. . . regarding vital 
statistics, whenever I have recorded a birth or death date complete with day, month, 


and year, I have found the information directly from either a birth or death 


certificate, a state vital statistics index, or the person's headstone. If the birth date is 
recorded as year only, it generally means I have found the information in the census; 
if name only, then an obituary was used as the source. If the death date is unknown, 
but I have a record of a spouse's next marriage along with other circumstantial 
evidence, I have generally recorded the death as a range in time; for example if the 
person was in the 1870 census, but not the 1880 census and the spouse remarried in 
1875, the death date would read, “between 1870 and 1875.” It is important to note, 


this is speculation on my part, but also a reasonable conclusion until further proof. 


I have used Legacy© software to generate the genealogy sections of each 
chapter. For this reason, information is very data oriented and wording may be 
awkward in some instances. Legacy© assigns “Generation #1” to our progenitors, 
James and Martha Puryear Hord; chapter 1 is devoted to them. Each of their seven 
children has a chapter devoted to them and their descendants. The seven children 
are Generation #2 and will have “2-” in front of their name as the genealogy section 
of the chapter begins. The grandchildren will have “3-” in front of their names; great- 


grandchildren “4-;” great-great grandchildren “5-.” An example follows. 


The format I have chosen for this book is similar to that of a technical manual 


for a couple reasons. For one, it is a format with which I am familiar; I wrote several

lab manuals during my career as a community college biology instructor. Secondly, it 


is the least expensive way to have the book printed. 


For those reading this work from a print copy, I apologize if my indexing 
method is confusing or imperfect. I had planned to use a professional indexing 
service, but because of Covid-19 pandemic restrictions, time and resources became 
limited as my publication deadline approached in 2020. I manually indexed Chapter 
1 and the introductions to the other seven chapters; these represent generations one 
through three. I was able to use Legacy's program options to generate a surname 
index for Chapters 2 through 8 representing generations four and five. Thankfully, 
the index issue is moot for those reading online. I have uploaded a copy of the book 
to the Internet Archive where it is fully searchable. It is here: archive.org; just type 


“Hords of Harris Creek” in the search box. 


I hope this work answers some questions for my family members seeking to 
know their history. I have tried to research and report to the best of my abilities, but 
I have come to understand that any work of a genealogical nature is never “finished.” 
I have undoubtedly omitted numerous people I did not find in the records. Women 
are more difficult to track due to the name change when they marry. First and last 
born children are often missed if they had already left the household at the time of 
the census. The time period between 1880 and 1900 is notorious for these missing 
offspring due to the fact that the 1890 census records were destroyed by a fire in 
1921. Also frequently missed are additional spouses, especially those who died 
young. There are so many ways people go missing in the records, so please forgive 
me if I have omitted your ancestor or have made other errors. And please let me 
know so that I can revise the records for the next edition of this book. My email

Chapter 1 


James and Martha Puryear Hord 


“I knew a man, a common farmer, the father of five sons, 
And in them the fathers of sons, and in them the fathers of sons.” 


~ Walt Whitman, I Sing the Body Electric 


(And this farmer had two daughters as well.) 


If one drives from the banks of the Staunton River in Charlotte County, 
Virginia to the old Scism farm in Double Shoals, North Carolina, the trip will take 
about four hours on average. Imagine the journey by wagon in 1820 — before cars, 
paved roads, and reliable bridges. Historians estimate pioneers could travel about 
ten miles per day depending on the weather, difficulty of river crossings, whether the 
wagon was pulled by horses, mules, or oxen and other variables. This was the 
journey made by James and Martha Puryear Hord and their family of seven children. 

From their location in Virginia, James and Martha probably took the Upper 
Road rather than the more well known, Great Wagon Road. These old roads evolved 
from trading paths made by Native-American tribes. These tribes, in turn, were 
following the beaten paths made by the buffalo. The Upper Road was also known as 
the old Occaneechi Path, named for the Occaneechi band of the Saponi nation. The 
roads taken by pioneers were not straight paths, rather, they flowed from ford to ford 


where stream crossings would be easier. 
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It probably took James and Martha and family a month or more to make the 
journey. They knew what lay ahead of them once they arrived. Life would be hard, 
but the farmland was rich and the climate and rainfall just right to grow most kinds 
of crops. They knew what to expect since others before them had already arrived — 
James' brother, John, with his family, as well as friends and acquaintances they 
knew from surrounding farms back in Virginia. They probably had no idea, however, 
they would become the progenitors of hundreds of Hord descendants, many of 


whom still honor their memory and remain intrigued by their story today.

Ancestry of James Hord 


Much of what has been hypothesized about the first Hord family to arrive in 
America (from England) is based on the 1838 genealogical manuscript by Robert 
Hord of Port Royal, Virginia and three books based on the manuscript by the Rev.

Arnold Harris Hord.' Genealogy of the Hord Family was written in 1898.? Thomas 
Hord, Gentleman, a book that focused on Rev. Hord’s direct line, was written in 
1903.° By 1915, Rev. Hord published another book, The Hord Family of Virginia: A 
Supplement to The Genealogy of the Hord Family, to correct mistakes discovered in 
the first edition of 1898.4 These books trace the Hord lineage back to Hords living in 
the 1600s in southwestern England. Robert and Arnold Hord undoubtedly compiled 
the genealogy through a letter writing campaign to relatives near and far. 
Information recorded in family Bibles as well as family lore passed down from 
generation to generation was diligently organized into the books that have now been 
cited so often. In 2015, however, DNA evidence emerged that suggests some of the 
information in these books is incorrect on several lines of descent. In 2015, Malcolm 
Hoare of the United Kingdom was found to be a genetic match — specifically with 
regard to the Y-chromosome — with Horace Hord of Cleveland County, North 
Carolina. It is now believed people with the surnames of Hord or Hoare share 


common ancestors whose original surname was spelled “Hore.”® 


According to one study, the earliest mention of the Hore surname is a 
reference to William le Hore found in The Doomsday Book, c. 1170.° One theory as to 
the origin of the name is that it is after the word “hoar” which means silver or gray. 
The word “hoary” as an adjective goes back as far as the 10" century BCE during the 
time of Solomon. Proverbs 16:31 was translated as, “A hoary head is a crown of 
glory; it is gained in a righteous life.” It is speculation, but perhaps the original 
Hores may have taken the name because of a common trait seen in the family lines — 


gray hair, especially premature graying of the hair.° 


Following the 2015 revelation of the Hore/Hoare/Hord connection, Malcolm 
Hoare conducted extensive research on the Hore/Hoare surname and reached the 
conclusion that John Hord of Shady Grove, Virginia, the great-grandfather of James 
Hord of Cleveland County, was the son of John Hore and the grandson of Giles Hore 
of England.’ The pedigree chart on the next page shows the lineage of James Hord 
back to his great-grandparents. All individuals shown were born in Virginia. 


Research into the earlier generations is inconclusive and ongoing. It is also 
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important to note that many of the public trees online — that claim to know — lack 
supporting evidence. What is known or believed to be true at the time of this writing 


are provided below to serve as leads for future research.

James Hord's paternal great-great grandfather emigrated from England. His 
given name was John and surviving documents show his surname spelled variously 
as “Hore,” “Hoare,” or even “Hawoes.” John Hore was born in the village of Tackley, 
Oxfordshire, England in the mid-17" century during the reign of King Charles I. It is 
believed he left England for the Virginia Colony about 1650, after the English Civil 
War. Through the headright system, he obtained land and settled in the “Northern 
Neck” tidewater region of Virginia. John married Sarah Webb, daughter of Elias 
Webb. John and Sarah had four children: Elias, John, James, and Catherine — all

born in Westmoreland County, Virginia. The 1691 Westmoreland County Order Book 
records the appointment of John Hore to operate the ferry across Mattox Creek. In 
another record, John Hore was appointed surveyor of highways for Washington 


Parish.® 


John and Sarah's son, John, was the first to use the “Hord” spelling of the 
surname. He is referred to as “John Hord of Shady Grove” in the pedigree chart. 
Several records exist that document the activities of this John Hord. In some 
instances his name was spelled “Hore” but in other instances his name was spelled 
“Hord;” why he did this remains a mystery. In those days, colonists may have 
changed their name in order to escape prosecution, retribution, or debt collectors. 


One can only speculate. 


John Hord married Jane — possibly Redd; her surname is uncertain. John and 
Jane Hord had nine children, all born in the Northern Neck. First born is believed to 
have been Thomas, born about 1699, then Elizabeth (1703), Susanna (1706), John 
(1708), James (1713), Peter (1715), William (1717), Ambrose (1719) and Jane (1721). 
John and Jane Hord owned a plantation they called “Shady Grove.” Part of the 
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plantation was in Essex County; another portion was on land ceded from Essex 


County to form Caroline County in 1728. 


Shady Grove was situated about two miles from the Rappahannock River 
south of Portobago Bay. The property was one of 1000s of acres purchased by the 
federal government in 1941 to make way for Fort A. P. Hill. Aside from the house and 
outbuildings, there were also two cemeteries. The house faced north; the cemetery 
situated about 200 yards east of the house was the family plot where dozens of Hord 
family members were buried. The cemetery located about 400 yards northeast of the 
house was a slave cemetery. In the government's haste to open the fort, none of the 


remains from either cemetery were relocated when the Army took the land.° 


Of John and Jane Hord's nine children, four sons fathered sons named 
Thomas. Two of these can be ruled out as the father of Thomas Hord of Charlotte 
County. The other two were 4th born child, John Jr., and 5th born, James. These two 
have been researched time and again for the last 280 years. First some background 


about each line. 


The Rev. Arnold Harris Hord included several details about John, Jr. and 
James in his 1915 book, The Hord Family of Virginia: A Supplement to The 
Genealogy of the Hord Family. On page 60-61, he provides a timeline for John, Jr. 


summarized as follows: 


1 August, 1708, he was baptized in Christ Church in Middlesex County, Virginia. 
1734, he was an appraiser in Essex County, Virginia. 

1741, he was a resident of Hamilton Parish in Prince William County, Virginia. 
1741, Sarah, wife of John, acknowledged her dower. 

11 July, 1783, date of John Hord's will; proved 10 days later. 


It is believed John Hord, Jr. married Sarah Redd sometime in the latter part of 1741. 
Sarah was the daughter of Thomas Redd, Sr. and Sarah Ferguson, both descendants 
of Scottish emigrants. While Thomas Redd, Sr. was born in Virginia, his parents, 


John Thomas and Mary J. Skinner (?) Redd, were born in Scotland and arrived in 
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Jamestown, Virginia in 1654. Sarah Ferguson's parents were John E. and Anne 


Stubbleson Ferguson. The Ferguson family is believed to have been from Ireland.*° 


The Rev. Hord continues his remarks with regard to 5th born, James Hord, on 
pgs. 61-65. In 1750-1752 records, he was titled “Gentleman” and named “surveyor of 
highways.” James Hord, “Gentleman” married Margaret Miller, daughter of John 
and Mary Miller. Her father was captain of the ship Sarah which made transatlantic 
passages from England to the colonies." He was known as Capt. John Miller, 
“Mariner” in records. His father, Capt. Simon Miller was a noted shipwright and 
supporter of Nathaniel Bacon. Simon served as captain in a group of Virginia settlers 
who fought against the rule of Governor William Berkeley in what became known as 
"Bacon's Rebellion" of 1676.” James Hord, “Gentleman” owned land in King George 
County, Culpeper County, and Spotsylvania County. The two brothers are compared 
in the chart.

As can be seen in the third column of the chart, each of the two brothers can 
be alternately ruled out as the father of Thomas. Clearly one of the statements is a 


mistake on the part of an informant. What is most compelling to this author is the 
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naming patterns of the children. John and Sarah Redd Hord named their two 
daughters Frances and Elizabeth. Two of Thomas Hord's daughters were also named 
Frances and Elizabeth; those two names are not found in the family of James and 
Margaret Miller Hord. 


Thomas Hord married Patty Terrell, daughter of James and Margaret 
Watkins Terrell, of Saint Margaret's Parish in Caroline County, Virginia. James 
Terrell was a planter, an appraiser of estates and also served in the militia. Her 
grandparents were William and Susannah Waters Terrell and her great-grandfather 


was Richmond Terrell who emigrated from Reading, England in 1656.“ 


Patty Terrell was the first of Thomas Hord's three wives and the mother of 
eight of Thomas’ nine children.” James Hord, progenitor of all the Cleveland County 
Hords, is believed to have been third in the birth order — after Elizabeth and 
Edmund; before Jesse, Frances, John, Thomas, and William.’ James was born about 
1765.”° This time frame would have been at the height of “The Enlightenment” 
period. James' contemporaries included the great leaders, thinkers and prodigies of 
the period: George Washington, Adam Smith, Immanuel Kant, Voltaire, and Mozart, 
to name a few. Across the Atlantic in 1765, Great Britain had passed the Stamp Act, 
enraging the colonists and igniting the spark that would lead to the Revolutionary 
War. James Hord was too young to serve when the Revolutionary War began and his 
father was too old — although the elder Hord did support the patriots fighting the 


British by providing supplies in the form of bacon and beef.” 


The Revolutionary War ended in 1783; whether James Hord served in the 
latter part of the war is unknown. Another mystery is why James Hord waited so 
long before marrying Martha Puryear; she was 17, he was 38. Was there an earlier 
marriage? And if there was, were there children from that first marriage? So many 
records in the courthouses of Virginia were destroyed during the Civil War; these are 
among the many questions to which we will probably never know the answer. 


Thankfully, the record of the 1803 marriage of James Hord and Martha Puryear was

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spared. It is housed in the courthouse in Boydton, Virginia, the county seat of 


Mecklenburg County.”® 


Ancestry of Martha Puryear 

The name Puryear is believed to be of French origin and is spelled variously as 
“Prayer,” “Pryor,” or “Perrier.” The progenitor of all the Puryears in Virginia was 
Samuel Puryear. He is believed to have descended from Puryears from the Alsace 
region of France. Samuel Puryear was born about 1694 in Virginia. He married a 
woman named Elizabeth, last name unknown. They had eight children: John, 
Samuel, Peter, William, Robert, Hezekiah, Thomas, and Elizabeth — all born in 
Warwick County, Virginia. In 2020, this author received notification through 
Ancestry.com regarding a DNA match with descendants of Susannah Major, the wife 
of Peter Puryear. Peter and Susannah Major Puryear had six sons; two of these had a 
connection to Mecklenburg County where Martha would marry James Hord. The 
two brothers were John Puryear who married Mary (Anne) Hubbard and Peter 
Puryear, Jr., whose wife's name is unknown, but who had a son named Giles 
Richard. These are the ancestors of interest since Martha Puryear and James Hord 
were married in Mecklenburg County. Research is ongoing to discover Martha's 


lineage. 


Martha “Patsy” Puryear was born in 1786 or 1788, depending on which census 


record one consults.”° She was 15 or 17 when she married 38-year-old James Hord. 


James and Martha Puryear Hord — Marriage and Family 


If the year of Martha's birth is accurate, consent for marriage would have 
been required. However, on their marriage bond, filed November 14, 1803 in 
Mecklenburg County, there was no mention of her father or anyone else giving 
consent for her to marry. This could mean her father had died or, if her father was 
still living, it is possible verbal consent was given as that was permissible during that 
time period. The marriage bond was co-posted by James Hord and Thomas 


Thompson. It is unknown if there was a family connection between these two men or 
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with Martha's side of the family. November 24, 1803, on what would have been 
Thanksgiving Day, James and Martha were married. William Richards performed 
the ceremony. His was the marriage record returned to the Mecklenburg County 


courthouse in Boydton, Virginia, on April 24, 1804.”" 


James and Martha farmed land between the Staunton River and Cargill's 
Creek in Charlotte County.” It was a period of time when the country was in good 
hands; the Revolutionary War had been over for many years, Thomas Jefferson was 
president and the Louisiana Purchase had just been ratified by Congress. James and 
Martha started their family which would grow to seven children — five sons and two 
daughters: Richard Thomas, Susannah Rebecca, James W., John, Jesse, Edwin 
Patrick, and Martha Jane. 


Just prior to 1820, James Hord's brother, John Hord, moved with his family 
to western North Carolina; two other brothers, Edmund and Jesse, had already 
moved to Tennessee. It is unknown why they left Virginia, but financial events may 
have been the main reason. In 1817, John and James' brother-in-law, Robert 
Chandler, brought a law suit against them and other siblings. The complaint was 
over a 600 acre parcel of land known as Pool's Tract in Charlotte County. Apparently 
John and James Hord had been working the land since the death of their father in 
1795 and their sister, Elizabeth Hord Chandler, had been left out of the proceeds. 
Elizabeth's husband, Robert, felt they were due a portion of the earnings. The case 
was Settled in their favor and James Hord was required to repay the estate $1285 — 


quite a large sum for the time period.” 


The general economy may also have factored into their decision to move. 
There were a number of policy changes following the War of 1812 that impacted the 
economy and foreign relations. The “Panic of 1819” was the first economic crisis for 
the United States, when the value of cotton dropped 25% in a single day. World-wide 
natural events may have precipitated the downturn as well. In 1815, Mount Tambora, 
a volcano in Indonesia, erupted and spewed massive amounts of particulate matter 


and sulfur dioxide into the atmosphere. This actually cooled the planet and caused 
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the “year without summer” the following year. This in turn caused massive food 
shortages particularly in western Europe and the northern latitudes of North 
America. On September 13, 1816, a Virginia newspaper reported that corn crops 
would be one-half to two-thirds short and lamented that, 


",.. the cold as well as the drought has nipt the buds of hope". . . It is 
now the middle of July, and we have not yet had what could properly 
be called summer. Easterly winds have prevailed for nearly three 
months past. .. the sun during that time has generally been obscured 
and the sky overcast with clouds; the air has been damp and 
uncomfortable, and frequently so chilling as to render the fireside a

desirable retreat. . . 


By 1819, banks were having to call in loans made to farmers and speculators; some of 
whom were finding their land values dropping 50-75%. In 1820, the Missouri 
Compromise passed; perhaps John Hord was looking for a more favorable farming 
opportunity a bit further to the southwest from their home. Whatever the reason, 
James and Martha soon followed them; they are all found residing in Rutherford 


County in the 1820 census, enumerated the 7" day of August that year.” 


Rutherford County had a population of 15,000 people in 1820. By far, most 
were farmers; the land was mostly red clay and black loamy soil along the streams. 
The main food crops were grains such as wheat, corn, rye, oats, and sweet sorghum, 
as well as broad-leaved crops such as soybeans, potatoes, and various vegetables. 
Cotton, flax, and tobacco were the main cash crops. The land was also rich with 
forests of oak, hickory, locust, chestnut, and pine for timber and sawmill operations. 
There was also some mining going on in the county. Gold mining would eventually 
lead to Rutherford County holding the distinction of having the only private gold 


mint (the Bechtler Mint) ever operated in the southeast. 


1820 was a good year for the county's industrial growth. Rutherford County 


historian, Nancy Ferguson wrote, 
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“... Some signs of industrial growth began to arise in Rutherford County. 
This is supported by the county clerk of court making the following entry 
on the county docket. It shows a large quantity of iron having been made 
at the High Shoals Iron Works near Henrietta. The General Assembly of 
1820 appropriated $5,000 for improving navigation of the Broad River 
from the South Carolina line to Twitty's Ford. This money was to be spent

under the direction of the Board of Internal Improvements. 


John Hord, James' brother, purchased land along Brushy Creek — land he 
would later sell before relocating to Obion County, Tennessee. James Hord 
purchased 200 acres of land from David Johnson for $700. The land was situated on 
both sides of Harris Creek just south of where the stagecoach line from Lincolnton to 
Rutherfordton would run. The 1820 census recorded neighboring farms belonging to 
Young Brizendine, John Ford, and Revolutionary War soldier, Martin Elliott. 
Elliott's grandson, John Elliott Cabaniss, married James and Martha's daughter, 


Susannah, just five years later. 


James and Martha's farm was in Rutherford County at the time of the 
purchase; it became part of Cleveland County (initially spelled “Cleaveland County”) 


in 1841.” (See Appendix 2 for complete deed information.) 


James would not enjoy his new life in North Carolina very long. He did live 
long enough to see one of his children marry; Susannah Hord married John E. 
Cabaniss on December 15, 1825.”° James died soon after. The timing of these events 
is documented in testimony given by James and Martha's son, Jesse, in 1890 court 
proceedings regarding the estate of John and Susannah Hord Cabaniss. *? In this 
deposition, Jesse stated that his sister, Susannah, married "before their father died." 
Then, court records dated July 11, 1826, show Martha Hord filed a petition against 


the administrators of her husband's estate.*° 


Since James died just five years after moving to the area, he was probably 
buried on their property. During the 1939 Works Progress Administration cemetery 


* This is why it can be said that all the Cleveland County Hords are descended from James and Martha Puryear 
Hord. When John and Martha Stokes Neal Hord moved to Tennessee, they left no family in Cleveland County. 
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census, workers visited the property, described the small plot of 23 graves marked 
only with field stones, and recorded it as the Hord Cemetery.* It is located off Robert 
Cornwell Road south of Lawndale, NC. It is assumed James Hord was buried there. 
As for the other 22 graves, it is believed one is that of James and Martha's daughter, 
Susannah Hord Cabaniss, as well as at least two of her children. This is based on a 
statement Richard T. Hord made in an 1885 letter to his son Albert Thompson 
Hord.** He informed his son of his Aunt Susannah's death saying “.. . She died on 
the 25 January past and was brought over and buried at the old place where her 


children was buried. . .” 
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In 1935, the federal government established the Works Progress Administration to put people 
back to work after the Great Depression. One program was the Historical Records Survey and 
included the indexing of cemeteries. On March 15, 1939, survey workers, A. G. Melton and 
Forest B. Williams, visited the Hord Cemetery and wrote the following description: 


"This cemetery is located in No. 9 Township, Cleveland County, NC situated on a knoll and 
being of a triangular shape; about a mile and a half west of the Lawndale-Shelby Road, and 
about four miles south of Lawndale 300 yards northwest of the old___ Hord home place 
on the south side of the north prong of Harris Creek. 


Owner of Cemetery: Will Cornwell 


Approximate number of marked graves: None / After 1914: None / Before 1914: None 
Number of unmarked graves: 23 


Condition of cemetery: Abandoned and grown up in broom sedge, shrubbery and stone." 


Note: When this author visited the site in 2015, the plot was overgrown with 
periwinkle, honeysuckle, and small trees. It was in the middle of a soybean field 
on Joe Scism's farm. 





Martha Puryear Hord was just 39 when James died and left her a widow with 
children ranging in age from 6 to 20. She was undoubtedly a woman of great 
fortitude to have traveled from Virginia to North Carolina with seven children in tow 
— one of whom was just an infant. Court documents suggest Martha also dealt with 
challenges to her independence. She had filed a petition against the administrators of 
her husband's estate — her own son, Richard, and co-administrator, Young 
Brizendine. Then, in 1854, her son-in-law, John E. Cabaniss, filed a petition to have 
her declared a "lunatic."** In point of fact, the 1850 census recorded Martha as 
“insane,” still living in her own home, assisted by a slave woman.** Whatever was 
going on with Martha's perceived mental health, a jury of 12 men heard the case and 
declared Martha capable of handling her own affairs.** Additionally, the 1860 census 


did not mention her mental status.°° 


Martha lived a long life. She was born when the Articles of the Constitution 


were still in effect; just a little girl when the Constitution of the United States was 


* Young Brizendine's name appears often in legal matters in which the Hord family was involved. It is unknown 
whether theirs was a family connection or simply a trusted friendship. He also lived in the same area with them 
back in Virginia.

ratified by the state of North Carolina. As a young mother, she followed the events of 
the Napoleonic Wars occurring abroad and probably said a prayer of gratitude that 
her sons would not be involved. With the Abolitionist Movement, she witnessed a sea 
change in the economic and cultural environment of the South. She lived through the 
Civil War, all the while worrying over the safety of scores of grandsons, grandsons- 
in-law, and other family members and friends from neighboring farms. Martha was 
82 or 84 when she died on May 16, 1870.*” She had outlived her husband, two sons, 
four daughters-in-law, five infant grandchildren, and two grandsons and three 
grandsons-in-law who died in the Civil War. Her seven children gave her a total of 70 


grandchildren, 52 of whom left descendants. 


It is uncertain where Martha was buried. She may have been buried beside 
her husband, James, or she may have been given a more proper burial at the T. W. 
Gardner Cemetery where her son, Patrick, two daughters-in-law, and four 
grandchildren had been buried. The cemetery is located about a mile northeast of 
Harris Creek where Martha had lived for 50 of her 84 years. It is about a mile south 
of Lawndale, North Carolina along Powerhouse Road. Standing at the foot of the 


graves that remain, there is a beautiful view of South Mountain to the north. 


The Children of James and Martha Puryear Hord 


James and Martha Puryear Hord's seven children — five boys and two girls — 
were all born in Virginia, in either Charlotte County or Mecklenburg County. Neither 
birth nor death certificates exist for them; states did not require them until the 20" 
century. Of the seven children, only two, Richard and Jesse, have headstones that 
provide birth and death dates. The year of birth for the others has been based on 
census records and even these may vary from census to census, depending upon who 
was providing the information to the enumerator. Marriage records exist for all 
except for John Hord's marriage to Sarah, and James W. Hord's second marriage to 


Hannah Cantrell. Chapters 2 through 8 tell the story of the seven children. 
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Chapter 2 


Richard T. Hord 


“The keeping of bees is like the direction of sunbeams.” 


~ Henry David Thoreau 


Richard T. Hord’ was the first-born child of James and Martha Puryear Hord. 
He was born in either Charlotte County or Mecklenburg County, Virginia on Feb. 3, 
1806. The family moved to Rutherford County, North Carolina in 1820, where 
Richard's father, James, had purchased 200 acres of land on both sides of Harris 
Creek. When his father died in 1826, Richard was just 20, but was named co- 
administrator of his father's estate along with Young Brizendine.' Being the first 
born, he took the lead in family affairs and navigating the financial strategies 


involved in a farming operation. 


The future was bright in 1826; John Quincy Adams was President and his 
policies were very progressive. His domestic agenda included federal funding of an 
interstate system of roads and canals and the creation of a national university. In 
July of 1826, Richard and family would have gotten the news that two former 
presidents and Founding Fathers had died on the same day - Thomas Jefferson and 


John Adams both died on Independence Day. 


By the 1830s, Rutherford County was experiencing a period of prosperity and 


* Richard's middle initial T. was probably for “Thomas,” although this has not been documented in records. 
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advancement. Stagecoach lines were established that carried both people and the 
mail, making travel and communication much easier. One such line ran from 
Lincolnton to Asheville and ran just two miles north of the Hord property. Along 
these routes both post offices and way stations or inns developed. Richard may have 
gotten into some level of the hospitality business about this time. In 1831 he was 
granted a license to sell “spiritous liquors in small measure” at his house for one 
year.” The general economy was good until 1837, when another financial panic hit 
the country. The financial crisis hit southern farmers particularly hard. Cotton prices 


dropped dramatically; the result was an increased interest in diversifying crops. 


Richard was 33 years old when he finally got around to marriage. On March 5, 
1839, he married 16-year-old Margaret Harmon Thompson, the daughter of Samuel 
and Amelia Blanks Thompson, who had also relocated from Mecklenburg County, 
Virginia.* They wasted no time starting a family; the 1840 census recorded three 
adults and one infant in the household. The third adult was an unnamed male in the 
20-30 age category. It is speculation, but this man was most likely Richard's brother, 


James W. Hord, who was recently estranged from his wife.* 


On January 11, 1841 the North Carolina Legislature passed a bill, introduced 
by Dr. W. J. T. Miller, that called for the formation of a new county from parts of 
Rutherford and Lincoln Counties. Richard's farm was included in the Rutherford 
portion to be ceded. From then on, the Hords of Harris Creek would call Cleaveland 
County home. Richard became more involved in Cleaveland County business and 
politics. On March 8, 1841, 30 magistrates met at the home of William Weathers in 
the Zion community to organize the county's first government. Richard T. Hord, 
along with William Morris, John Tucker, Burrel B. Bridges and Edward Rippy, 
served on the new county's Select Court.* In January of 1846, Richard was appointed 
to serve as a Cleaveland County delegate at the upcoming Whig Convention in 
Raleigh, North Carolina. The NC Whig Party platform included initiatives aimed at 
ridding the state of its derrogatory nickname, the “Rip Van Winkle” state. Whig 
candidates ran on progressive initiatives for public education and internal 


* The spelling of Cleaveland County was changed to Cleveland County in 1887. 
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improvements such as railroad and plank road construction. Richard T. Hord, along 
with nine other delegates, went to the Raleigh Convention to cast their support for 
the reelection of Governor William Alexander Graham. Graham won, thereby 


consolidating Whig control of state politics that would last until the 1850s.° 


In the 1850 census, Richard and Margaret's family had grown to four 
children: Harriet, Abdalla, Margaret M., and Julia. A woman named Jane Powell, age 
20, was also residing in the household. It is unclear who Jane Powell was or what her 
relationship was to the family. She may have been brought in from the community to 
help out with the children. She was not Margaret Thompson Hord's younger sister, 
Jane. Richard, along with David Cline, had become the legal guardians of his wife's 
younger sister, Mahala Jane Thompson, in 1849.’ This Jane married Benjamin 


Justice later in 1849 and was recorded with him in the census the following year.

The Richard T. Hord household was # 81 in the 1850 census; household # 82 
was that of his mother, Martha Puryear Hord. Sadly, she was listed as “insane.” 
Richard's mother-in-law was recorded as head of household #83. Residing in 
household #85 was Mahala Ramseur Ledford, age 15; she would become Richard's 
second wife in another 13 years. Also recorded in 1850 was the fact that Richard T. 


Hord owned five slaves and his property was valued at $1200. 


By the 1860 census, Richard and Margaret had six children in the household 
and had taken in their nine-year-old niece, Martha Cerepta Hord. Martha's parents, 
Edwin Patrick and Nancy Thompson Hord, had both died. Richard and Margaret's 
real property was valued at $2500; their personal estate was valued at $7000 and no 


slaves were recorded on the slave schedule.® Two of Richard and Margaret's children, 
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Thomas Jefferson and Abdalla Sabot, served in the Civil War; both survived. 


On July 31, 1863, Richard's wife of 24 years died. Margaret was just 40 and 
apparently died from complications of childbirth; records show their daughter, Jane, 
was born the same day. Margaret was buried in the T. W. Gardner Cemetery just 
south of Lawndale, North Carolina.*° She and Richard had 13 children: Thomas 
Jefferson, Harriet Amelia, Abdalla Sabot, Margaret Mahala, Julia Ann, Emily 
Louvenie, Albert Thompson, Daniel Hartwell, James Madison, Mary Elizabeth, Eliza 


Lucinda, Jane Harmon, and an infant daughter who died. 


On Sept. 28, 1863 Richard married Mahala Ramseur Ledford. Born Dec. 17, 
1835, Mahala was the daughter of Lewis and Fannie Pool Ledford and was almost 30 
years younger than Richard.” They had two children: Richard Anderson and George 
Clifton Hord. 


Although Richard was too old to serve the Confederacy as a soldier during the 
Civil War, there is a voucher bearing his name in the Confederate Citizens File.** The 
Confederate Army paid Richard T. Hord $600 for one horse on the 8 day of August, 
1864. The sale was carried out in Statesville, North Carolina, which was about 40 
miles from Richard's farm in Cleveland County. His brother, Jesse, had a mule to sell 
as well. One can imagine the two of them riding horseback with an extra horse and a 
mule to Statesville during the dog days of summer; probably took them two days to 


get there, and two to return - but that was a lot of money for those times! 
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The 1870 census recorded the post office in their locale as “Gardner's Ford” 
which later became the Cleveland Mills post office. Eight of Richard and Margaret's 
children and two children from his marriage with Mahala were listed in the 
household. Their niece, Martha, was still living with them, as well as Ethel Hoard, a 
black man, age 30, who was listed as a farm laborer.” Richard and Mahala's real 


property was valued at $2500; their personal estate was valued at $800.” 


The Richard T. Hord homeplace was on land he farmed along the First Broad 
River and Harris Creek just south of Lawndale, North Carolina. The house was about 
a quarter of a mile west of the T. W. Gardner Cemetery on what is now Powerhouse 
Road. The home remained in the Hord family until April 11, 1972 when it was 


destroyed by a fire. 


Richard made his will on the 28" day of July in 1886. In the section in which 
he made provisions for his wife, Mahala, he listed specific possessions that offer a 


window into his life: 


“...I give and bequeath to my wife. . . two choice mules, all my cattle, 
hogs, sheep, and bees, my buggy and harness, and one hundred 
dollars cash. And if I have not prior to my decease provided a new 
two-horse wagon for her, one shall so be provided out of my 


estate...” 


Richard T. Hord was found dead in his field on March 14, 1888; he had just 
turned 82."”° His wife, Mahala, died March 2, 1921; she was 85. They were both 
buried in Lawndale, North Carolina in the graveyard of New Bethel Baptist Church 


where Richard had served as deacon in 1851.” 


* In the 1880 census, Ethel Hord resided one household from Richard T. Hord and was listed as “mulatto.”

2-Richard T. Hord had 13 children with his first wife, Margaret Harmon Thompson 
Hord; one died in infancy. They are listed here along with their children,

Thomas Jefferson Hord, 1** Born 

3-Thomas Jefferson Hord, son of 2-Richard T. Hord and Margaret Harmon 
Thompson, was born on 4 Apr 1840, died on 9 Aug 1910, and was buried at New 
Prospect Baptist Church Cemetery in Cleveland County, North Carolina. Corporal T. 
Jefferson Hord served with Co. F, 56th Regiment, NC Troops during the Civil War. 
On March 25, 1865 at the Battle of Hare's Hill near Petersburg, Virginia, he was 
among 1000 men or more captured by Union troops. They were taken through City 
Point, then on to the prisoner of war facility at Point Lookout, Maryland. All were 
released in June when the war ended.*® Thomas Jefferson Hord farmed land in the 
Double Shoals community in upper Cleveland County. 
3-Thomas Jefferson Hord married Matilda A. Cornwell, daughter of Samuel 
Cornwell and Sarah Elizabeth Beam, on 22 Dec 1859.” Matilda was born on 22 


Jun 1839 and died on 29 Jun 1893. They had five children: Sarah Jane, 
Margaret, Julius Sabert, Minnie Etta, and Joseph Pinkney. 


4-Sarah Jane Hord was born on 8 Oct 1865, died on 31 Jan 1943, and was 
buried in China Grove, Rowan, NC. Burial: Greenlawn Cemetery. 


Sarah married John Ervin Lindsay, son of Thomas Lindsay and 
Amanda North, on 7 Dec 1882. John was born in 1861 and died in 1923. 


They had ten children: Joe Cleophus, Mary Leona, Mark Ervin, 
William A., Addie Mae, Lillie Lee, Nellie Jane, Carrie Mildred, 
Josephine, and Arbie J. 


5-Joe Cleophus Lindsay was born on 6 Jan 1884, died on 27 Jul 
1956, and was buried in China Grove, Rowan, NC. Burial: Greenlawn 
Cemetery. 


Joe married Kate White. Kate died in 1914 and was buried in 
Bessemer City, Gaston, NC. They had one son: Wilburn Ray. 


5-Mary Leona Lindsay was born on 27 Aug 1885, died on 16 Mar 
1965, and was buried in Bessemer City, Gaston County, NC. Burial: 
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Bessemer City Memorial Cemetery. 
Mary married Marcus L. Black. They had one daughter: Tula Faye. 


5-Mark Ervin Lindsay was born on 1 Aug 1888, died on 19 Apr 1938, 
and was buried in Kannapolis, NC. Burial: Kannapolis City Cemetery. 


Mark married Mamie Lee Cook. Mamie was born in 1891, died in 
1928, and was buried in China Grove, Rowan, NC. They had one 
daughter: Gladys. 


Mark next married Minnie Louise Green. Minnie was born in 1898, 
died in 1970, and was buried in Concord, NC. They had five children: 
Mamie, Elma Jean, Peggy Ruth, Jerry Eugene, and John 
Ervin. 

5-William A. Lindsay was born on 13 Aug 1889, died on 25 Nov 


1973, and was buried in Bessemer City, Gaston, NC. Burial: Bessemer 
City Memorial Cemetery. 


William married Etta White, daughter of Julius White and 
Margaret J. Barrett. They had two children: William A. and 
Eleanor. 


5-Addie Mae Lindsay was born in 1894, died in 1988, and was 
buried in Concord, NC. Burial: Carolina Memorial Park. 


Addie married George Haynes Lowder, son of Daniel M. Lowder 
and Elizabeth Holshouser, on 24 Sep 1913. George was born on 14 
Apr 1885 and died on 17 May 1960. They had five children: Ervin M., 
Clara E., Lloyd Eugene, Ned L., and Iva Dell. 


5-Lillie Lee Lindsay was born in 1897, died on 15 Jan 1977, and was 
buried in Shelby, NC. Burial: Sunset Cemetery. 


Lillie married Greenland Ford Sides. They had two children: 
Greenland Ford and Evelyn. 


5-Nellie Jane Lindsay was born on 6 Aug 1899, died on 24 Nov 
1977, and was buried in Concord, NC. Burial: Oakwood Cemetery. 


Nellie married Frank Hoy Moose, son of W. F. Moose and Lora, 
in 1927. They had two children: Robert Franklin and Frank Hoy. 


5-Carrie Mildred Lindsay was born on 16 Dec 1902, died on 5 Nov 
1921, and was buried in China Grove, NC. Burial: Greenlawn Cemetery. 


Carrie married Thomas Randolph Hartis on 9 Apr 1921. They had 
one child: an Infant. 


5-Josephine Lindsay was born on 13 Dec 1904, died on 27 Mar 
1996, and was buried in Concord, NC. Burial: Carolina Memorial Park. 


Josephine married Ray Ausbin Reece on 14 Apr 1924. They had two 
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children: Alice and Patsy Ruth. 


5-Arbie J. Lindsay was born on 9 Oct 1907, died on 24 Jun 1973, and 
was buried in China Grove, NC. Burial: West Lawn Memorial Park. 


Arbie married Roy Harold Lentz in 1927. They had one daughter: 
Jane Ann. 


Arbie next married Robert A. Lowe. They had no children. 


4-Margaret Hord was born in 1867 and died in 1867.”° Burial: Little 
Margaret is probably buried in one of the unmarked graves at New Prospect 
Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


4-Julius Sabert Hord was born on 26 Mar 1873, died on 24 Mar 1944, and 
was buried in Cleveland County, NC. Burial: New Prospect Bapt. Church. 


Julius married Rowena Estelle Jolly, daughter of M. A. Jolly. Rowena 
was born on 22 Feb 1878, died on 23 Mar 1973, and was buried in Cleveland 
County, NC. They farmed land about five miles south of Fallston between 
Fallston Road and Long Creek. 


Julius and Rowena had seven children: Alma Elizabeth, Thomas Zeno, 
Margaret, Thurman Austin, Lawrence Robert, Osie Novella, and 
Julian S.

Thomas William Gardner Cemetery in Lawndale, Cleveland County, North Carolina. 


Harriet was not quite 18 when she married 20-year-old, Drury Dobbins 
Wesson, son of son of William Wesson and Mariah McEntire.” Pvt. Wesson served 


with Co. F, 56th Regiment, Confederate Army during the Civil War. He served as the 
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mail boy for his regiment. Cleveland County Civil War Veteran and author, James C. 


Elliott wrote this about visiting Pvt. Wesson in the hospital at Richmond: 


"...wWhen I visited Wesson, he told me that he was in great trouble, that his 
wife had quit writing to him, etc. I tried to encourage him, when the ward 
master beckoned to me and said, 'You need not pay any attention to him. He 
is delirious and don't know what he is talking about. He jumped out of the 
window and we had to catch him and bring him back. If you know his 
people you can write them that he will not live until tomorrow morning.’ I 
wrote them to that effect. He was a brave and faithful soldier and loved by 


his comrades. . ."”? 


Drury died of typhoid fever in a Richmond Hospital on August 11, 1864. He 
was buried at Hollywood Cemetery in Richmond. His grave is marked with the 


number “356” chiseled into a stone marker. 


In 1865, Harriet married Osborne Williams. Osborne was previously married 
to Patty Broome with whom he had several children. The 1870 census shows an 
infant girl, Margaret, age 1, assumed to be their daughter.*? Margaret is not listed in 
the 1880 census. She may have died or she may have been adopted out since her 


mother had died in 1875. 


After Harriet's death, Osborne married her sister, Emily. Just a few months 
after their marriage, Emily was shot and killed by Osborne's son, Richard. It is 


unknown whether the shooting was accidental or purposeful.

She 
married John Franklin Beam, the son of millwright, Andrew Beam, and the great- 
grandson of John Teter Beam, the prominent Lincoln County landowner and 
German immigrant who led the 1836 movement to form the new county of 


Cleaveland. 


In the 1880 census, Julia and her husband had a farm in the Double Shoals 
community of upper Cleveland County, North Carolina. At some point, they moved 
to Draytonville, South Carolina, where they operated a tobacco plantation. Julia died 
on 15 Oct 1899, and was buried at Mount Gilead Baptist Church Cemetery in 
Jonesville, Union County, South Carolina. 


3- Julia Ann Hord married John Franklin Beam on 26 Sep 1870.8 Although 
his headstone in the Mount Gilead graveyard is carved “1850,” John was more likely 
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born in 1851 in Cleveland County, NC. As a young teenager he joined the Confederate 
Army; he served with Company G, 57th Regiment, NC Troops. After Julia's death, 
John, age 49, married 18-year-old, Lillie Mabry.

Clyde referred to the death of his mother as the greatest loss of his life; he was 
just 11 when she died. :

Chapter 3 


Susannah Hord Cabaniss 


“If you cannot get rid of the family skeleton, you may as well make it dance.” 


~ George Bernard Shaw 


Susannah R. Hord was the second-born child of James and Martha Puryear 
Hord; the middle initial is believed to have been for “Rebecca.” Based on family 
group records, she was born in Virginia on Dec. 10, 1807. She was not yet 13 when 
the family made the move from Virginia to North Carolina. Susannah was the first of 
James and Martha’s children to marry. On December 15, 1825, a marriage bond in 
the amount of 500 pounds was posted in Rutherford County by John Cabaniss and 
John Cornwell; John Anthony served as witness.* The actual wedding date is not 
recorded, but was probably within the next two weeks. She and John Elliott Cabaniss 


likely married on Christmas Day, which was a common practice for that time period. 


John Elliott Cabaniss was born about 1802 in Charlotte County, Virginia.* 
About 1806, his family moved to Rutherford County, North Carolina. John's father 
was George Cabaniss, III who was a descendant of Henri Cabaniss, a French 
Huguenot who immigrated to America in the 17" century.* His mother, Jennie 
Elliott, was the daughter of Sarah Finch Elliott and Martin Elliott who had served 
with the 1** Regiment of the Light Dragoons during the Revolutionary War.°® 


John and Susannah lived a couple miles west of what is now Polkville, North 


Carolina. Typically, families of that time had their first child within a year or two 
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after their marriage. According to the 1830 census, enumerated on June 1, there was 
only one child in the household — a female under the age of five.° She was 
presumably Martha Jane Cabaniss, because the 1850 census records the year of birth 
for Martha Jane as about 1830. So Susannah and John either started their family 
later than most, or they had a child or two who died before the 1830 census. 

By the 1850 census, John E. Cabaniss was listed as head of household, age 47, 
his wife, Susannah, was 41. Also residing in the household was Martha J., age 20; 
James O., age 18; Mary E., age 14; Amelia, age 8; Sarah M., age 9; Thomas P., age 6; 
Susan, age 3; and John W., age 1. Of note is the age gap between Sarah and Mary E. 
— a possible indication of a missing child who died. In this census, John E. Cabaniss 
was listed as a farmer and the value of his real estate was recorded as $25.’ The 
value of neighboring farms ranged from $125 to $600, so they were not as wealthy as 
most of their neighbors — unless John underreported the value of his property as a 
financial or legal strategy. There are no records to indicate John was a slave owner. 
Additionally, court records reveal his plan to control the finances of his mother-in- 
law, Martha. As mentioned in Chapter 1, he filed a petition to have her declared a 
“lunatic.” The petition failed.*® 

In the 1860 census, John E. Cabaniss was listed as a farm laborer with no 
amount listed in the property value column. In the column labeled, “persons 20 
years of age and cannot read or write,” a checkmark was recorded for both him and 
Susannah. Their children, Amelia, Thomas, Susan, John William, and Elizabeth were 
still living in the household. Thomas, age 17, was listed as a mail carrier.? Both James 
O. “Jim” and Thomas P. “Tom” Cabaniss served in the Civil War; Tom did not 
survive. 

The 1870 census recorded the name of the post office in their locale as 
“Duncan’s Creek.”’® Amelia, Sarah, and Elizabeth remained in the household and two 
young males lived there — James, age 7, and John, an infant born in July of 1870. 
The relationship of the two little boys was not recorded in this census, but it is 
believed they were the sons of Sarah. She had married James Riley Blanton in 1862, 


but was estranged from him. 
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By the 1880 census, only daughter Amelia, age 43, resided in the home with 
John and Susannah." The infant, John, from the previous census, was listed in the 
household of John and and Elizabeth Cabaniss Powell as their 10 year old nephew. 

Of their children, James O., Sarah, Susan, John William, and Elizabeth 
married and had children. Martha Jane, Amelia, and Tom never married. Tom died 
during the Battle of Ware Bottom Church near Petersburg, Virginia. Nothing has 
been found with regard to Mary E. Cabaniss. She may have died or she may have 
married; records have not been found for either event. There has been some 
speculation Mary E. may not have been the daughter of Susannah and John, but 
rather their daughter-in-law, the wife of James O. Cabaniss. Census records, 
however, state James' wife was a Mary Jane, born in South Carolina. 

Susannah Hord Cabaniss died January 25, 1885 — this according to 
information found in a family group record believed to have been prepared by Edna 
Hord, daughter of George Clifton Hord. It states, 

“,..Aunt Susana R. Caboniss (could be Cabaniss) D. 1-25-1885, Age 77 yrs. 

1 mo. 15 days. . .”” 
This suggests there was at one time a family Bible entry or a headstone; listing the 
age this specifically was a common practice for this time period. According to a letter 
written by her brother, Richard T. Hord, Susannah was buried with her children. The 
letter, dated March 6, 1885, was written to his son, Albert Thompson Hord.” The 


last lines inform Albert of his Aunt Susannah's death: 


“T will state to you that your Aunt Sisannah Cabaniss is dead. I 
thout perhaps you had heard of it. She died the 25" of January past 
and was brought over and buried at the old place where her 
children was buried and I have not heard from John E. Cabaniss 


since. (sic)” 


This passage sheds light on several things. First, the use of the term “old place” was 
also used by Jesse Hord when he referred to his parents’ homeplace in court 


testimony in 1889.” This indicates Susannah Hord Cabaniss was buried in the family 
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plot, now known as the Hord Cemetery, on the property formerly owned by James 
and Martha Puryear Hord. Secondly, the fact that Richard stated Susannah was 
buried with her children indicates she had outlived more than one child. Several 
family trees on Ancestry.com name two additional children of Susannah Hord and 
John E. Cabaniss, but without documentation. They are listed as Betty Cabaniss, 
born about 1826, and Bill Cabaniss, born about 1828. Perhaps they, as well as Mary 
E. Cabaniss, were the children also buried at the Hord Cemetery. And thirdly, 
Richard T. Hord sounds a bit annoyed that he had not heard from his son-in-law, 
John E. Cabaniss, since Susannah's death six weeks earlier. 

John E. Cabaniss died June 18, 1886. A Cabaniss family contributor for 
FamilySearch recorded his burial site as Elliott Cemetery located two miles west of 
Polkville, NC.*° 

Three years after the death of John E. Cabaniss, the surviving children filed a 
law suit against their cousin, Matt Hord, who had been cultivating land they believed 
rightfully belonged to them.’® They maintained the land in question represented 1/7 
of the original 200 acres belonging to their grandparents, James and Martha Puryear 
Hord, and that their mother, Susannah, being one of their seven children, had a right 
to this portion of the land. They maintained the land should come to them by 
inheritance. This document has become invaluable in proving who the seven 
children of James and Martha Puryear Hord were, where they lived, and in providing 
a more accurate estimate of when James Hord died. Also, because testimony was 
given by James and Martha's son, Jesse, a written description of Martha's living 
arrangements toward the end of her life has been preserved. It is truly a treasure to 


have this account in Jesse's own words. 
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Descendants of Susannah R. Hord and John Elliott Cabaniss 
2-Susannah Hord Cabaniss had eight or nine, possibly more, children with her 
husband, John Elliott Cabaniss. They are listed here along with their children, 


grandchildren, and great-grandchildren. 


Martha Jane Cabaniss, 1*t Born 

3-Martha Jane Cabaniss, daughter of John and 2-Susannah Hord Cabaniss, 
was born in the first half of 1830. Andrew Jackson was president and it was the 
period of time when there was a push at the federal level to force native Americans 
out of the southern states. The Indian Removal Act was signed by the president on 
the 30" of May, 1830. It was also a census year; the 1830 census was enumerated on 
June 1 and one female under the age of five — presumably Martha Jane — was listed 
in the household of John Cabaniss.”” She was listed by name in the 1850 census 
residing in her parents' household.*® By the 1860 census she had left the household, 
but was not listed elsewhere. She is not found in either the 1870 nor 1880 census. 

In 1886, a detailed map of Cleveland County was drawn showing the location 
of land owners.” Property labeled "Miss M. Cabaniss" may have been hers; possibly 
inherited from her parents after their recent deaths. This property was located within 
400 yards of Elliott Cemetery. It is assumed she never married, as she was still listed 
as “Jane Cabaniss,” heir, in 1889 court preceedings in the John E. and Susannah 
Hord Cabaniss estate case.”° 

It is unknown where Martha Jane Cabaniss was buried. She may have been 
buried by her mother and siblings in the Hord Cemetery or in the Elliott Cemetery 


where her father is believed to have been buried. 


James O. Cabaniss, 2™! Born 
3-James "Jim" O. Cabaniss, son of John and 2-Susannah Hord Cabaniss, was 


born about 1832 in Rutherford County, North Carolina; this is according to census 
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records.” There appear to be duplicate entries for James O. Cabaniss in the 1850 
census. He is listed with his family as a farmer, and he is also listed in the household 
of Athel M. Cabaniss working as a farmer. Athel would have been James' uncle; his 
farm was four or five miles south of John E. and Susannah Hord Cabaniss' farm. 

It is believed Jim moved to South Caroline sometime in the 1850s. He married 
Mary Jane, maiden name unknown. According to census records, Mary Jane was 
born in either 1827 or 1830 in South Carolina. Their first child, also named Mary 
Jane, was born in 1857 in South Carolina in the Mayo-Chesnee area just northeast of 
Spartanburg.” Their son, James Isaac, was born in 1862, also in South Carolina. 

Jim served in the Civil War. In 1913, Civil War veteran, James C. Elliott, was 
interviewed by Miss Carrie Ligon, a member of the Daughters of the Confederacy. In 


the interview, Elliott said this about Jim Cabaniss. . . 


"James Cabanisses and Thomas P. were sons of James and Susannah 
Hard. They were both fine soldiers. Jim Cabanisses served all the war 
ina SC regt. He was a trusty scout — I saw him in the trenches at 


Petersburg. . . (sic)"*? 


James O. Cabaniss was not listed in the 1860 or 1870 census although his 
wife, Mary Jane, was listed as head of household in the 1870 census along with their 
two children. They were living in No. 8 Township in Cleveland County, North 
Carolina in the area served by the Camp Call Post Office. This would have been in 
close proximity to Jim's parents, John and Susannah. Their daughter, Mary Jane, 
married in Cleveland County in 1875. She married George Eaker; they lived in South 
Carolina in the Chesnee area. 

By the 1880 census, Jim and Mary Jane were living in Lewisville, Chester 
County, South Carolina. James was listed as a farmer; no children were listed in the 
household with them.” 

It is believed Jim died sometime between 1889 and 1900. In 1889, James O. 
Cabaniss was named as a co-plaintiff in a court case involving the John E. and 


Susannah Hord Cabaniss estate.”° By 1900, his wife, Mary was listed as “widowed” in 
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the census. Burial records have not been found for Jim, but it is assumed he was 
buried with his wife and other family members at Piedmont Baptist Church 
Cemetery in Chesnee, South Carolina. 

There are conflicting records with regard to the birth and death dates of Jim's 
wife, Mary Jane Cabaniss. Her headstone states her birth as Nov. 3, 1827, but census 
records were consistent in recording 1830 as her year of birth. According to Mary's 
headstone inscription, the date of her death was Dec. 5, 1897. The 1900 census, 
however, lists a Mary Cabaniss, age 70, living in the household of John G. and 
Elizabeth Cabaniss Powell.*” Mary was recorded as the widowed sister-in-law of John 
Powell. Since Tom Cabaniss never married, this had to have been Jim's wife, Mary 
Jane. 


3-Jame “Jim” O. and Mary Jane Cabaniss had two children: Mary Jane and 
James Isaac Cabaniss. 
4-Mary Jane Cabaniss was born in 1857 in South Carolina, died on 5 Jan 
1943, and was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Greenlawn Memorial 
Gardens. The obituary for Mary Jane stated: "... she had been a member of 
the Graham Chapel Church near Mayo (SC) since young girlhood. She had 
eight children, 44 grandchildren, and 54 great-grandchildren." 
Mary married George William Eaker, son of Jesse Eaker and Sarah 
Morrison on 23 Dec 1875 in Cleveland County, NC.*° George was born in 
1854 in Cleveland County, NC and died in 1944. They had eight children: 
James B., Joseph W., Sallie, Florence, Jessie, George Fletcher, 
Samuel Buren, and Mary Lena. 


5-James B. Eaker was born on 17 Dec 1876 in North Carolina, died 
on 23 Sep 1950, and was buried in Mayo, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: 
Graham Chapel Wesleyan Church Cemetery. 


James married Maggie E. Turner. Maggie was born in 1869 and died 
in 1910. They had nine children: Arthur, Ila B., Pearl Mae, Mamie 
R., Gussie E., Paul, James B., Mittie, and Inez. 


James next married Carrie Eulala Hughey. Carrie was born in 1895 
and died in 1972. They had four children: Thelma, Sudie, Lorena, 
and Ozell. 


5-Joseph W. Eaker was born in 1878, died on 15 May 1968, and was 
buried in Cherokee, SC. Burial: New Pleasant Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Joseph married Hattie Dewberry. Hattie was born in 1879 and died 
in 1917. They had five children: Ruth, Evelyn, Leonard W., Ruby, 
and Horace. 
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Joseph next married Beatrice “Bertie” Viola Vassey. Beatrice was 
born in 1899 and died in 1980. They had six children: Mildred, 
William, John, Dora, Dorrance, and Mary. 


5-Sallie Eaker was born on 20 Jul 1880, died on 8 Jan 1973, and was 
buried in Gaston Co. NC. Burial: Hollywood Cemetery. 


Sallie married James G. Hicks. James was born in 1880 and died in 
1973. They had three children: Lela, Clara, and Lee Wallace. James 
G. Hicks served with Co. D, 20th South Carolina Volunteer Infantry 
(20th U.S. Infantry) during the Spanish American War. 


5-Florence Eaker was born in 1882 and died in 1969. Florence 
married R. M. Jolly. R. was born about 1880 and died about 1907. 
They had two children: William Osier and Odas. 


Florence next married John Terrell Emory. John died in 1947. They 
had two children: Irene and John Roland. 


5-Jessie Eaker was born on 17 Jun 1884, died on 8 Aug 1968, and 
was buried in Spartanburg. Burial: Greenlawn Mem. Gardens. Jessie 
married Belton Charles Cook. Belton was born 1893; died 1988. 


5-George Fletcher Eaker was born on 17 Nov 1887, died on 21 Jan 
1966, and was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Greenlawn Memorial 
Gardens. George married Bertha Waldrop. Bertha died in 1964. 
They had seven children: Frank, Grover Broadus, Everett 
William, Inez, Carel, Boyd P., and Frances. 


5-Samuel Buren Eaker was born on 22 Jun 1892, died on 13 Aug 
1979, and was buried in Cowpens, SC. Burial: Mt. Olive Bapt. Ch. 
Cemetery. Samuel married Flora Estelle Hughey. They had nine 
children: Troy Taft, J. Q., Lillian Beatrice, Samuel Buren, 
Violet, Christine, Billy, F. Donald, and Hugh C. 


5-Mary Evalena Eaker was born in 1899, died on 30 Jul 1994, and 
was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Greenlawn Memorial Gardens. 
Evalena married John William Petty. John was born in 1895 and 
died in 1966. They had no children. 


Mary next married George C. Monts. 


4-James Isaac “Ike” Cabaniss was born on 22 Jun 1862 in South 
Carolina, died on 13 Nov 1949, and was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Burial: 
Piedmont Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


James married Rincey Ellen McEntire, daughter of William B. 
McEntire and Mary Collins Bartee, on 15 Dec 1881 in Cleveland County, 
NC.*? Rincey was born in 1864 and died in 1941. They had eight children: 
Laura Ellen, Mary Jane, Andrew Belton, Buria Ellen, Josie G., 
James Coleman, Essie, and Broadus R. 
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5-Laura Ellen Cabaniss was born on 3 Jan 1882, died on 29 Dec 
1963, and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Piedmont 
Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Laura married John Wesley Beheler. John was born in 1876 and 
died in 1922. They had six children: Roxie, John Quincy, Ruby 
Mae, Inez Vera, Horace Dupre, and Lenell Johnson. 


Laura next married Joe Crosby. Joe was born in 1876; died in 1922. 


5-Mary Jane Cabaniss was born on 17 Jun 1884, died on 15 May 
1966, and was buried in Forest City, Rutherford, NC. 


Burial notes: Mary Jane has two grave markers. One is located beside 
her husband, Jerome, at Piedmont Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. It does not 
have a death date carved into it. The other marker is located in Forest 
City, North Carolina at the Cool Springs Cemetery. It includes the full 
death date and is located in the same plot as her son, Clement, and her 
grandson, Christopher. 


Mary married Jerome Gentry. Jerome was born in 1878, died in 
1948, and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. They had seven 
children: James Belton, Boyd Melton, M. Clement, K. D., 
William Isaac, Barner Alton, and Albert Christopher. 


5-Andrew Belton Cabaniss was born on 17 Dec 1886, died on 6 Jan 
1920, and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Piedmont 
Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Andrew married Alma _ . They had four children: Edna 
Lounett, Brandon C., Myrtle L., and Virginia Verle. 


5-Buria Ellen Cabaniss was born on 3 Jul 1889, died on 10 Oct 
1980, and was buried in Columbus, Polk, NC. Burial: Melvin Hill 
Church of the Brethren Cemetery. 


Buria married Broadus W. Westbrook. Broadus was born in 1889 
and died in 1954. They had five children: Ellen Irene, Essie Lucille, 
Beatrice, Flossie M., and Mildred E. 


5-Josie G. Cabaniss was born on 21 May 1891, died 19 Feb 1960, and 
was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Sunset Memorial Park. 


Josie married Frank K. Frady. Frank was born in 1889 and died in 
1949. They had five children: Archie Hamilton, Arzie, Estee 
Osteen, Raymond Franklin, and Gennie V. 


5-James Coleman Cabaniss was born on 21 Jun 1893, died on 14 
Mar 1965, and was buried in Greer, Greenville, SC. Burial: Mountain 
View Cemetery. 


James married Lou Annie Smith. Lou was born in 1895 and died in 
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1969. They had five children: Hildred, Ruth, Harry, Jack Delbert, 
and Tom. 


5-Essie Cabaniss was born on 25 Feb 1897, died on 21 Sep 1987, and 
was buried in Greer, SC. Burial: Mountain View Cemetery. 


Essie married Herbert O. “Bub” Simmons. Herbert was born in 
1891 and died in 1946. They had no children. 


5-Broadus R. Cabaniss was born on 13 Aug 1899, died on 15 Jan 
1907, and was buried in Chesnee, SC. He had no known marriage and 
no known children. Burial: Piedmont Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


James Isaac Cabaniss next married Ida McComb. Ida was born in 1866 and 
died in 1946. 


Mary E. Cabaniss, 3"! Born 

3-Mary E. Cabaniss was 14 years of age in the 1850 census and is assumed to 
have been one of the children. She is not found on later censuses and no marriage 
records have been found. There was at one time speculation that Mary may have 
actually been the daughter-in-law of John E. and Susannah Hord Cabaniss — the 
wife of Jim Cabaniss; her name was Mary also. Later census records list South 
Carolina as the place of birth for Jim's wife, Mary Jane, but it is important to 
remember information given to enumerators on censuses was not always accurate. 
Sometimes enumerators took the information from neighbors if the household 
members were not at home during the visit. 

Mary E. Cabaniss is the only child of John E. and Susannah Hord Cabaniss 
not listed as an heir in their estate file in 1889, so it is assumed if she was their 
daughter, she had died. She may have been one of the children mentioned in the 
Richard T. Hord letter cited earlier who are buried at the Hord Cemetery just south 
of Lawndale, North Carolina. 


Amelia Cabaniss, 4" Born 
3-Amelia Cabaniss, daughter of John and 2-Susannah Hord Cabaniss, was 


born sometime between 1837 and 1842. The year of Amelia Cabaniss' birth has been 
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recorded on four different censuses as three different years; as follows: 

1850, age 8 (born 1842); 

1860, age 22 (born 1838); 

1870, age 32 (born 1838; name misspelled as Permelia); 

1880, age 43, (born 1837; single; could neither read nor write.) At this advanced age, 
it is assumed she never married or had children. 

Amelia was still alive in 1889; she was listed as an heir in the estate file of her 
parents. No further information has been found. It is unknown where Amelia 
Cabaniss was buried. She may have been buried by her mother and siblings in the 
Hord Cemetery or in the Elliott Cemetery where her father is believed to have been 


buried.*° 


Sarah Emily Cabaniss, 5" Born 

3-Sarah Emily Cabaniss, daughter of John and 2-Susannah R. Hord Cabaniss, 
was born sometime between 1838 and 1845, died between 1900 and 1910, and was 
buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg County, South Carolina. The year of Sarah Cabaniss' 
birth has been recorded in four different censuses with four different dates: 

1850, age 9 (born 1841); 

1860, not listed with her family; not listed elsewhere; 
1870, age 32 (born 1838); 

1880, age 37 (born 1843); 

1900, age 45 (born 1845). 

It is unknown where Sarah Cabaniss was at the time of the 1860 census. 
Family lore maintains she had a daughter named Betty at some point, but records 
have not been located.** 

In 1862, an upstate South Carolina newspaper published an announcement of 
the marriage of James R. Blanton to Miss "Emily" Cabaniss.** The marriage date was 
Jan. 25, 1862. A Blanton family Bible records Sarah Cabaniss, daughter of John E. 
and Susannah Hord Cabaniss, as the mother of James David Blanton, and James 


Riley Blanton as his father. In the 1850 census, she was recorded as “Sarah M. 
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Cabaniss.” Perhaps the entry of Sarah “M.” was mistaken by the enumerator for 
Sarah “Em.” 

The 1870 census listed a seven-year-old boy named James as well as an infant, 
"John," born in July, in the same household as Sarah Cabaniss and her parents. 
There was no mention of her husband, James R. Blanton, residing with the family. 
Apparently, Sarah had become a “grass widow” during the unrest of the 1860s. 
Records show James Riley Blanton left Sarah. About 1867, he married Susan Sparks 
Kirby, widow of Blassingame Kirby, who had died of disease in 1863 while serving 
with the Confederate Army in Mississippi. Susan was 10 years James' senior and was 
raising six children alone when she and James began their relationship. Their first 
child was born in 1865, so it appears the marriage of Sarah Emily and James Riley 
Blanton did not last very long.*° 

By the 1880 census, 10 year old John Cabaniss is listed in the household of 
Sarah's sister and brother-in-law, John G. and Elizabeth Cabaniss Powell as their 
nephew. It is believed Sarah was the mother of John T. Cabaniss; it is unclear who 
his father was. 

On August 13, 1877, a bastardy bond was posted jointly by Sarah Blanton 
Cabaniss and her brother-in-law, John G. Powell.*° In the original hand-written 
court document, her last name was written "Blanton" with a strikethrough and the 
surname "Cabaniss" was written in above it. The child was probably Mary Elvira, 
born about February of 1877. 

Sarah married John B. Haynes, son of John Oliver Haynes and Mary 
Froneberger, on 27 October, 1878.°” Their marriage certificate recorded his age as 21, 
her age as 28. The 1880 census listed daughter, Mary (Elvira) Haynes, age 2, and 


James Blanton, age 17. 


By the 1900 census, John and Sarah had moved to Spartanburg County, SC. 
Their household was recorded between that of John T. Cabaniss, age 30, and the 
household of John G. and Elizabeth Cabaniss Powell. Sarah was listed as having 
given birth to four children — all still alive — which gives credence to the family lore 


regarding a child named Betty. 
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By the 1910 census, John Haynes was living in the household of William and 
Elvira Taber. He was listed as the father-in-law of William. Since Sarah was not 
listed, it is assumed she had died sometime between 1900 and 1910. John Haynes 
died May 25, 1918 and was buried at Piedmont Baptist Church Cemetery.** Although 
burial records have not been found, it is assumed Sarah Emily Cabaniss Blanton 
Haynes was buried there as well. 


3-Sarah Emily Cabaniss married James Riley Blanton on 25 Jan 1862 in 
South Carolina. James was born on 14 Aug 1847, died on 9 Sep 1901, and was buried 
at Corinth Baptist Church Cemetery in Gaffney, SC. They had one son: James 
David. 


4-James David Blanton was born on 18 
Oct 1862, died on 7 Aug 1944, and was buried 
in Cherokee, SC. Burial: State Line Bapt. Ch. 
Cemetery 


Census info on James David Blanton (or 
listings assumed to be James): 


1870 — he is in the household of John E. 
Cabaniss, along with other family members, 
including his mother, Sarah Cabaniss. He is 
recorded as James Cabaniss, age 7. 


1880 — he is in the household of John and 
Sarah Cabaniss Haynes. He is recorded as 
"John Blanton," age 17. Written first in 
relation to the head of household is "s-son." 
This is marked through and "servant" written 
above it. 


James married Sarah Susan Powell, 
daughter of Henry Powell and Jane W. 
Costner. Sarah was born in 1862 anddiedin “== ' 
1934. They had 12 children: Wessie Elizabeth, Jonas Burgan, Claudia, 
Margaret Lee, C. Bates, Roland Gibson, Otis B., Perri Adaline, 
Darcus, Dorothy Ellen, Nora Bell, and Ambrose David. 


5-Wessie Elizabeth Blanton was born on 19 Jun 1883, died on 31 
Mar 1973, and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg County, SC. Burial: 
Piedmont Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 





Wessie married John Henry Hicks. John was born in 1880 and died 
in 1943. They had 11 children: James Berry, Amiel, Jonas Odell, 
Doris, Carl, Infant, Clara Sue, Elmer, Clarence Henry, John 
Burton, and Maggie Elizabeth. 
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5-Jonas Burgan Blanton was born on 6 Oct 1885, died on 20 Feb 
1974, and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Springhill 
Memorial Garden. 


Jonas married Eliza Martin about 1909. Eliza was born in 1880 and 
died in 1911. They had one son: James Romeo. 


Jonas next married Nancy Octavia Henry. Nancy was born in 1884 
and died in 1921. They had four children: Jonas DeTroy, Julia, 
Howell G., and John Bonner. 


Jonas next married Minnie Etta Fortenberry. Minnie was born in 
1888 and died in 1933. They had two children: Sally Faye and Henry 
Mason. 


Jonas next married Nettie Mae Cash. They had one son: Joe Dean. 
5-Claudia Blanton was born in 1888 and died in 1965. 


5-Margaret “Maggie” Lee Blanton was born on 4 Jan 1889, died 
on 2 Oct 1983, and was buried in Hopewell, Bradley, Tennessee. Burial: 
Hopewell Cemetery. 


Margaret married Oscar William Vassey. Oscar was born in 1887 
and died in 1982. 


5-C. Bates Blanton was born on 17 Sep 1891, died on 5 May 1909, 
and was buried in Cherokee, SC. Burial: State Line Bapt. Ch. Cemetery 


C. Bates married Alice Ray. Alice was born in 1888 and died in 1962. 


5-Roland Gibson Blanton was born in 1892, died on 10 Jan 1970, 
and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Buck Creek Bapt. 
Ch. Cemetery 


Roland married Amy Hughey. Amy was born in 1893 and died in 
1982. They had eight children: Ernestine, Sarah, James M., 
Alfred, Harold, John R., Charles, and Eugenia. 


5-Otis B. Blanton was born on 29 Feb 1896, died on 13 Apr 1970, and 
was buried in Cherokee, SC. Burial: State Line Bapt. Ch. Cemetery 


Otis married Lillie. Lillie was born in 1899 and died in 1992. They had 
four children: Mable, Ellis, Frances, and Margaret. 


5-Perri Adaline Blanton was born in 1897, died in 1982, and was 
buried in Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Greenlawn Memorial Gardens 


Perri married Claude Bernard Ezell. Claude was born in 1892 and 
died in 1956. They had one daughter: Catherine. 


5-Darcus Blanton was born in Sep 1898. 


5-Dorothy Ellen Blanton was born on 25 Feb 1901, died on 16 Oct 
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1973, and was buried in Kings Mountain, Cleveland, NC. Burial: El 
Bethel Methodist Ch. Cemetery. 


Dorothy married Glenn Queen. They had two children: Hoyle 
Franklin and Lionel. 


Dorothy next married Wesley Clark. Wesley was born in 1900 and 
died in 1974. They had two children: Lloyd and Janice. 


5-Nora Bell Blanton was born on 30 Apr 1903, died on 16 Aug 1988, 
and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Springhill 
Memorial Gardens. 


Nora married Samuel Lindsay Bush. Samuel was born in 1903 and 
died in 1980. They had one daughter: Emily Delle. 


5-Ambrose David Blanton was born on 20 Sep 1905, died on 7 Jun 
1994, and was buried in Cherokee, SC. Burial: State Line Bapt. Ch. 
Cemetery 


Ambrose married Alverta Hamrick. Alverta was born in 1910 and 
died in 2003. They had one daughter: Wanda. 


3-Sarah Emily Cabaniss Blanton had two children; their father is unknown: 
Betty Cabaniss and John T. Cabaniss. 


4- Betty. (no information.) 


4-John T. Cabaniss was born on 24 Jul 1870, died on 13 May 1933, and was 
buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Piedmont Bapt. Ch. Cemetery 


In the 1870 census, John Cabaniss was listed in the household of John E. and 
Susannah Hord Cabaniss and that he had been born in July of that year. 


In the 1880 census, John was listed in the household of John and Elizabeth 
Cabaniss Powell as their 10 year old nephew. 


In the 1900 census, John Cabaniss was head of household and living near 
Chesnee, SC. John and Sarah Cabaniss Haynes were neighbors, as were John 
and Elizabeth Cabaniss Powell. 


John married Verdie Ellen Cash. Verdie was born in 1868 and died in 1934. 
They had five children: Arzie, Odessa, Claudia, Alice Edyth, and Ruth. 


5-Arzie Cabaniss was born on 24 Jul 1891, died in 1950, and was 
buried in Chesnee, SC. Burial: Springhill Memorial Gardens. 


Arzie married Joel Howard Garrison. Joel was born in 1890 and 
died in 1962. They had five children: Joel C., Erma, Max, Ira Hoft, 
and Mary Neal. 


5-Odessa “Dessie” Cabaniss was born on 19 Nov 1894 in South 
Carolina, died on 15 Jan 1969, and was buried in Asheville, Buncombe, 
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NC. Burial: Green Hills Cemetery. 


Dessie married Nathan Lawrence Lanford. Nathan was born in 
1886 and died in 1954. They had three children: Olan J., Farlan W., 
and Vernon Hollis. 


5-Claudia Cabaniss was born on 21 Aug 1898, died on 8 Nov 1975, 
and was buried in Gaffney, SC. Burial: Frederick Memorial Gardens. 


Claudia married George Furman Brannon. George was born in 
1893 and died in 1978. They had five children: Joseph, Rosemary, 
Judith, Rebecca, and Paula. 


5-Alice “Allie” Edyth Cabaniss was born on 8 Apr 1900, died on 10 
Mar 1922, and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. 


Speculation was that Alice died of "ptomaine poisoning" from eating 
contaminated canned seafood. All those with her who had eaten the 
food also became sick. She died just a few months after marrying Dr. 
Joseph B. Cash. Burial: Piedmont Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Alice married Joseph B. Cash, MD. They had no children. 


5-Ruth Cabaniss was born in 1906, died on 26 May 1993, and was 
buried in Chesnee, SC. Burial: Springhill Memorial Gardens. 


Ruth married Gary Young Culbertson, Sr. Gary was born 1891. 
They had three children: Douglas, Hugh, and Gary Young. 


3-Sarah Emily Cabaniss Blanton next married John B. Haynes, son of John 
Oliver Haynes and Mary Froneberger, on 27 Oct 1878 in Cleveland County, 
NC. John was born about 1856, died on 25 May 1918, and was buried at Piedmont 
Baptist Church Cemetery in Chesnee, SC. They had one daughter: Mary Elvira. 


4-Mary Elvira Haynes was born in Feb 1878 in Cleveland County, North 
Carolina, died on 27 Dec 1915, and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. 
Mary's approximate birth date is based on a bastardy bond record. Word of 
her mother's pregnancy was recorded on 12 June, 1877. The 1900 census 
recorded the month of her birth as February, although the year was listed as 
1880. Mary died of pellagra. Burial: Piedmont Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Mary married William K. Taber. William was born in 1875 and died in 
1940. They had four children: James Arthur, Annie, Verdie Louvenia, 
and William Osier. 


5-James Arthur Taber was born on 8 Oct 1895, died on 26 Oct 1965, 
and was buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Springhill 
Memorial Gardens. 


James married Marie Keenan. They had seven children: James, 
Frances, Doris Jane, Albert, Herbert, Callie, and Junior L. 
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5-Annie Taber was born in 1900, died in 1958, and was buried in 
Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Springhill Memorial Gardens. 


Annie married Robert Z. Cantrell. Robert was born in 1895 and died 
in 1965. They had five children: an infant, Mary Sue, Viola, 
William, and Ellen. 


5-Verdie Louvenia Taber was born on 17 Jul 1903, died on 24 Mar 
1992, and was buried in High Shoals, Rutherford, NC. Burial: High 
Shoals Memorial Gardens. 


Verdie married Augustus Reno Rice. Augustus was born in 1905 and 
died in 1989. They had three children: James Edward, Franklin 
Delano, and Ira Phyllis. 


5-William Osier Taber was born in 1908, died in 1989, and was 
buried in Chesnee, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Springhill Memorial 
Gardens. 


William married Jessie Davis. Jessie was born in 1918 and died in 
1997. They had one daughter: Elvin Leona. 


Thomas P. “Tom” Cabaniss, 6" Born 


According to census records, Thomas P. Cabaniss was born about 1843 or 
1844. The 1860 census listed Thomas Cabaniss residing in the household of his 


parents. His occupation was recorded as "mail carrier."*° 


On May 10, 1862, Tom enlisted in the Confederate Army. His enlistment 
papers recorded his height at 6’ 0 1/2”. He had not married when he joined the army. 
Tom served with Co. F, 56th Regiment, NC Troops; he was a Private. He was 
wounded at the Battle of Plymouth (NC) in April of 1864. On May 20, 1864, 
Confederate forces under the command of General P. G. T. Beauregard attacked 
Union Army General Benjamin Butler's Bermuda Hundred line near Petersburg, 
Virginia. About 10,000 troops were involved in this action which resulted in 
approximately 1400 casualties — 96 from Tom's regiment. Tom Cabaniss was killed 
that day in the Battle at Ware Bottom Church.*’ In 1913, Civil War veteran, James C. 
Elliott, was interviewed by a member of the Daughters of the Confederacy. In the 


interview, Elliott said this about his second cousins, Tom and Jim Cabaniss: 


Susannah Hord Cabaniss ¢ ch. 3, pg. 98 


"_, .James Cabanisses (sic) and Thomas P. 
were sons of James (sic) and Susannah Hard 
(sic). They were both fine soldiers. Jim 
Cabanisses (sic) served all the war in a SC regt. 
He was a trusty scout — I saw him in the 
trenches at Petersburg. Thomas P Cabaniss 
went out with our Co F, 56th. Being same 
height, he and I always stood in the same rank. 
My place in line was behind Tom at New Bern 
Feb 2nd 1864. He plunderd some vacant houses 
while we were on skirmish line together and got 
a bad case of small pox but he recovered for 
spring campaigning battle of Plymouth April 
James C. Elliott in 1914 20th 1864. He was shot down as we advanced 
through the town. After the battle was over, we 
went back to hunt him up and he was gone and 
when found was eating yankee crackers. He was hungry; he hadn't had any 
supper or breakfast so we were as hungry. He had been struck in the breast 
with a spent shot ball and pretty badly bruised so he never stopped for that so 
side by side we marched on to Washington, NC. Then via Greenville and 
Snowhill to New Bern — Thence back to Kinston and thence to Petersburg and 
Drury's Bluff 15-16 and Bermuda Hundred on 20th May 1864 at about 1:30 
pm in 4o yards of the yankee line of rifle pits was shot dead by my side and we 
were ordered to fall back and retreated leaving 4 of our Co. dead to be buried 
by the yankees — he was a brave boy and died with his face to the enemy our 
regt.. ."°8 





In his book, The Southern Soldier Boy, James C. Elliott wrote: 


"_.. The fifty-sixth had ninety-six killed and wounded. Company F lost four 
killed and nine severely wounded and several slightly wounded. Our killed 
were left where they fell and were buried by the enemy. They were Second 
Lieutenant Dick Williams, a brave soldier and a man loved by all his 
company; privates Thomas P. Cabaniss, Christopher Powell and Winslow 
Wright, all good soldiers. Powell and Cabaniss were single men. Cabaniss 
was killed by my side, and my left cheek was blistered by a hot bullet. . ."°° 


Tom Cabaniss had survived small pox and a gunshot wound to the chest and 
lived to fight on. When he was killed at Petersburg, he was reportedly buried by 
Union Army soldiers. The battleground is now a protected area owned by the 


American Battlefields Trust. Thomas P. Cabaniss was placed on the “Roll of Honor’ 


for his service to the Confederacy. 
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Susan Rebecca Hord, 7 Born 


3-Susan Rebecca Cabaniss, daughter of John and 2-Susannah Hord Cabaniss, 
was born on 17 Oct 1845 in Cleveland County, North Carolina. She married Robert 
Pinkney Pryor, son of Delilah Pryor and Jeremiah White, on 28 Jan 1868 in 


Cleveland County.*? Robert was born on 29 Apr 1845 and served in the Confederate 
Army with Co. F, 56th Regiment, NC Troops during the Civil War. Civil War veteran 


and author, James C. Elliott, mentioned Pink Pryor in his book: 


“.., About the 14" of February (1864), a detail was made of twenty-five 
men from Company F and twenty-five men from Company K ... to help 
move the Federal prisoners from Richmon, Va,. to Andersonville, Ga. We 
were on this service until 26"" of March. These prisoners were in a pitiable 
plight and infected with small pox. William Allen and Pink Pryor caught it 
from them; don't see why we all did not. . .”* 


Susan and Pink lived most of their life in Spartanburg County, South Carolina. 
Susan died on May 23, 1916. Pink was listed in the 1920 census residing with his son, 
George. Pink died on 17 Nov 1925. Susan and Pink are both buried at Glendale 
Cemetery in Glendale, South Carolina. 


(Note: The informant on Robert's death certificate, "J. H. Pryor," is 
believed to have been son, Jesse Hayden Pryor. Jesse incorrectly 
provided the names of his father's parents as John Pryor and Liza Hord. 
John Pryor was Robert's uncle; there is no record of a Liza Hord 
corresponding to that time period. The marriage record of Robert 
Pinkney Pryor and Susan Cabaniss listed the names of both parents. On 
this document Robert's mother was listed as Delilah Pryor, his father 
was listed as Jerry White. Delilah Pryor's brother, John Pryor, was 
indicted for the murder of Jeremiah White in September of 1847; he was 
convicted of manslaughter.)*#

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5-James Riley Pryor was born in 1896, died in 1981, and was buried 
in Gastonia, NC. Burial: Gaston Memorial Park. 


James married Mae Lee Ward. Mae was born in 1903 and died in 
1986. They had one daughter: Margie Lee. 


5-Laura Elsie Pryor was born on 23 Sep 1903, died on 25 Feb 1981, 
and was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Death Notes: Laura Elsie Pryor's 
obituary listed her as the widow of Grover Pryor. (Possible cousin?) 
Burial: Zion Hill Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Laura married Grover Pryor. Grover died before 1981. They had one 
daughter: Margaret. 


5-John Shea Pryor was born on 24 May 1907, died on 6 Feb 1974, 
and was buried in Cowpens, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Daniel Morgan 
Memorial Gardens. 


John married Bonnie Bradley. Bonnie was born in 1911 and died in 
1976. They had three children: John Raymond, James Edward, 
and Elsie. 


4-George Donahue Pryor was born on 19 Apr 1871, died on 6 Nov 1952, 
and was buried in Glendale, Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Glendale Cemetery. 


George married Corrie Lemaster, daughter of Matthew Lemaster. Corrie 
was born in 1874, died in 1948, and was buried in Glendale, Spartanburg, SC. 
They had seven children: Corrie Elizabeth, Melvin McVee, Fred 
Donahue, Gilbert Delbert, Naomi, Woodrow Wilson, and Grace. 


5-Corrie Elizabeth “Bessie” Pryor was born on 6 Jun 1896, died 
on 20 Sep 1971, and was buried in Gaffney, SC. Burial: Oakland 
Cemetery.

5-Gilbert Delbert Pryor was born on 30 Jan 1909, died on 26 Jan 
1995, and was buried in West Columbia, Lexington, SC. Burial: 
Southland Memorial Gardens. Excerpt from his obituary: 


"He was a graduate of Berea College and owner of Pryor Music 
House. He was a former Jefferson County school superintendent, 
former principal of Brookland-Cayce High School and former 
personnel manager with Pacific Mills. He was founder of 
Southland Memorial Gardens and a member of Trinity Baptist 
Church, where he was a former Sunday school teacher.” 


Gilbert married Geneva Kirby. Geneva was born in 1914 and died in 
2008. They had four children: Harold E., John, Jane, and 
Georgeanne. 

5-Naomi Pryor was born on 18 Jul 1911, died on 7 May 1995, and was 
buried in Stuart, Martin, Florida, USA. Burial: Fernhill Memorial 
Gardens and Mausoleum. 

Naomi married Floyd Spencer. Floyd was born in 1909 in Gaffney, 
SC and died in 2006 in Florida. 


5-Rev. Woodrow Wilson Pryor was born in 1914, died in 2005, 
and was buried in Columbia, SC. Burial: Greenlawn Memorial Park. 


Woodrow married Rebecca Aileen Wright. Rebecca was born in 
1917 and died in 2006. 


5-Grace Pryor was born in 1918, died in 2011, and was buried in 
Greenville, SC. Burial: Woodlawn Memorial Park. 


Grace married John Randall Wells, DDiv. John was born in 1914 
and died in 1968. They had three children: Dennyse, John R., and 
Bettye Nell. 


Grace next married Ray T. Motte. 


4-Olive “Ollie” Geraldine Pryor was born on 24 Jan 1874, died on 4 Aug 
1915, and was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Her name may have been recorded 
as Melvina in the 1880 census. Olive Geraldine is not recorded on that census. 
“Melvina” has not been seen in any other records. Burial: Glendale Cemetery. 


Olive married Edward Lee Allen. Edward was born on 24 Jan 1874 and 
died on 24 Dec 1941. They had five children: Oscar Huston, Lavada Lee, 
Claude Talmadge, Agnes Vera, and Jess Charles. 


5-Oscar Huston Allen was born on 17 Jan 1895, died on 28 Nov 
1988, and was buried in Spartanburg, SC. Burial: Greenlawn Memorial

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Oscar married Esther Cooper. Esther was born in 1898 and died in 
1964.

Chapter 4 


James W. Hord 


“Life is not what one lived, but what One remembers 
and how One remembers it in order to tell the tale.” 


~ Gabriel Garcia Marquez 


James W. Hord was the third-born child of James and Martha Puryear Hord. 
Based on information in the 1850 and 1870 censuses, he was born in Virginia in 
either 1808 or 1809.' The NC Marriage Index records the marriage of James W. 
Hord to Elizabeth Reynolds taking place in Rutherford County, on June 21, 1832. 
They were married by Justice of the Peace, Young Brizendine; their witness and 
bondsman was James' brother, Richard T. Hord.? Elizabeth's mother and father were 
Caty Magness Reynolds and John Reynolds; John is recorded in the Rutherford 
County Court of Pleas and Quarter Sessions of July, 1830. In this session he 


acknowledged a deed of gift of all his personal property to Elizabeth Reynolds.? 


The 1830s was the decade famous for the Indian Removal Act, slave 
rebellions, and the emergence of Abraham Lincoln in politics. It was also an 
important decade for science. Charles Darwin began his famous voyage around the 
globe that would take him to the Galapagos Islands and in 1835, Edmond Halley's 
prediction that a comet would return came true. Halley's Comet became visible in 
the night sky in October of that year. Samuel Clemmons, best known as Mark Twain, 


was born two weeks after the comet's perihelion. Later in life he would be quoted as 
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saying, “I came in with Halley's comet in 1835... I expect to go out with it.” (He 
did.) 1837 brought another economic depression that would last six years. The 
depression caused the collapse of property values as well as food prices. Farmers 


everywhere suffered because they could not make enough profit from their crops. 


As for James W. Hord, the 1830s brought three children with Elizabeth — 
Salema, John Thomas, and Mariah Almarine.* Land records dated Jan. 19, 1837 
record the sale of 100 acres of land along Brushy Creek by James W. Hord and 
Richard T. Hord to James Crowder for $120.° By the 1840 census, however, they are 
not to be found. The 1840 census does not record a household listing James W. Hord 
as head. Residing with the Richard T. Hord household in the 1840 census is a woman 
and infant, presumably Richard's wife Margaret and first child, and a male, age 20- 
30.° Although there is a slight age discrepancy compared to the age given in the 1850 


census, this may have been James W. Hord. 


By 1850, James and Elizabeth had separated and both had remarried. At some 
point, Elizabeth and the children moved to Prairie County, Arkansas’ with her father, 
John Reynolds. John Reynolds, his son, Hamilton Reynolds, and local pastor, Rev. 
Drury Dobbins, are recorded as early pioneers to the area when it was still a 
territory.’ Elizabeth Reynolds Hord had married Josephus Tucker, a widower whose 
wife had died in 1845. The census record shows they were residing in Hamilton 
Township in Prairie County, Arkansas along with her three children and her aged 
father, John Reynolds.® 


The 1850 census record shows that James had moved to the Spartanburg area 
of South Carolina. This record, dated November 1850, lists his age as 41, occupation 
as farming, and his state of birth, Virginia. There were five children residing in the 
household: Thomas Hord, age 14, J. Hord, age 13, Allen, age 10, Kindred, age 7, and 
Milly, age 3. Listed on the line of the record above James Hord's name is Hannah 
Hord, age 31. Apparently the census worker placed her name on the wrong line for 


this household.? Later death records of three of their children show her maiden name 


* The area the Reynolds and Tucker families lived in became part of Lonoke County in 1873. 
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as Hannah Cantrell.’° Of the children listed, the eldest is assumed to have been John 
Thomas Hord, which conflicts with the census record given for the Tucker household 
in Arkansas. Perhaps John Thomas Hord had spent part of the year with his mother 
and part of the year with his father back home. Allen Hord has not been found in 
other records and it is unclear who 13 year-old J. Hord was. Their son, James T. 
Hord, was reportedly born in 1850; perhaps he was older than reported. Later 
military records show Kindred died in the Civil War." Another record that may be 
linked to this is from the Confederate Citizens Files for the Spartanburg District, SC

— James W. Hord was recorded as a “witness. 


The 1860 census does not record James W. Hord or Hannah Cantrell Hord. 
Later records show James and Hannah had three more children between 1850 and 
1860 — Jesse, John Calhoun, and Martha S. Hord. 


In the 1870 census, James was found living in the same household with his 
nephew, Thomas Jefferson Hord.* His occupation was given as "farm laborer" and 
his age was 62. His wife, Hannah, was not listed. Perhaps she had died or perhaps 
they had separated. Three years after this census, a marriage record for Jesse Hord 
and Mary Jane Skinner listed James Hord as a witness.’* Whether this James Hord 


was his father or his brother is unclear. 


In 1939, James W. Hord's nephew, George Clifton Hord, reported to WPA 
cemetery census worker, Anson G. Melton, that his uncle, James, was buried in the 


T. W. Gardner Cemetery, just south of Lawndale, North Carolina.”

Campaign in the summer of 1864, before returning to Mobile, AL. Smith 
was in the hospital at Lauderdale MS for July-Aug 1864, just across the 
state border from where he began his Confederate service. The 4oth 
surrendered shortly after the Battle of Bentonville in March 1865."

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Chapter 5 


John Hord 


“Our dead are never dead to us, until we have forgotten them.” 


~ George Eliot 


John Hord was the fourth-born child of James and Martha Puryear Hord. He 
was born in 1811 or 1812 in Virginia in either Charlotte County or Mecklenburg 
County.’ He would have been 8 or 9 when the family relocated to Rutherford County, 
North Carolina. John Hord has been one of the more elusive of the seven siblings. All 
the way into the 21* century, Hord family historians knew only his name. A 
genealogy report had been completed with regard to him and his family, but did not 
connect him as the son of James and Martha Puryear Hord.’ John Hord, age 
transcribed as 30, living in Union County, South Carolina in the 1850 census, had 
been disregarded since the age recorded placed him in the wrong time frame for 
John Hord, son of James and Martha. Finally, in 2015, this author noticed an error 
in the transcription. By comparing the handwritten digits in other parts of the census 
page, it was determined that this John Hord was 38, not 30. This difference in age 
allowed for the possibility of his inclusion with the family of James and Martha 
Puryear Hord. The facts that his state of birth was Virginia, one of his sons was born 
in North Carolina, and that his family moved to back to Cleveland County within five 
miles of Martha Puryear Hord, provided enough evidence to reach the reasonable 


conclusion that this John Hord was the son of James and Martha Puryear Hord. 
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Further proof lies in DNA. Testing through Ancestry.com, this author was found to 


be a genetic match to four descendants of John and Sarah Hord. 


The 1830 census listed six of “Marthy” Hord's children still living in her 
household.’ John Hord is believed to have married very soon after the census. He 
married a woman by the name of Sarah; her last name is still unknown at this 
writing. 

John Hord and family were not recorded in the 1840 census, but by the 1850 
census, they were listed in Union County, South Carolina. The census data for the 


family were as follows: 


John Hord, age 38, born in Virginia; occupation: laborer 
Sarah Hord, age 43, born in Virginia 
Richard Hord, age 16, born in NC 


Francis, son, age 14, born in SC. 


Also listed in their household on the 1850 census were two other individuals: 


Martha Wilson, age 20, born in SC 
James Wilson, age 6/12, born in SC.4 


It is uncertain who Martha Wilson was. She may have been a boarder, another 
relative, or even their daughter. The fact that her name was Martha and she named 
her baby, James, lends more credence to the latter hypothesis, given the frequency of 
those given names in the Hord family. What became of Martha Wilson and her son, 


James, remains a mystery at this writing. 


Listed in the next household in this census was a woman named Dicea Glenn, 
age 27, born in NC. She was head of household and had four children, all born in SC. 
Her relationship to John and Sarah Hord is unknown, but she was apparently very 
close to Sarah because she moved back to North Carolina and was residing in the 
next household beside Sarah when the 1860 census was enumerated. In this census, 


her name was spelled “Dice.” John Hord was too young to have been her father, but 


* “Tice” is often used as a nickname for Edith. 


John Hord ¢ ch.5, pg.171 


Sarah was five years older than John. Perhaps Dice was Sarah's daughter from a 
previous marriage. Family lore maintains Dice Glenn was “full-blooded Native 
American.” If true, that would give credence to the previous marriage theory, since 
John Hord was not Native American. “Full-blooded” would mean both Sarah and her 
first husband were Native American. Perhaps future researchers will find the missing 


evidence revealing these relationships. 


In 1850, Union County, South Carolina was a much larger county.’ The area 
had become a major economic driver due to its large deposits of iron ore. There were 
four major ironworks companies in upstate South Carolina at the time. John Hord 
may have relocated to Union County to work for one of these. On the same 1850 
census page as John Hord were neighbors listed as laborers (as John was), as well as 
nailers (one who makes nails), carpenters, clerks, and a manager of iron works. 
Among this group of neighbors was George Hammerscold, a Swedish immigrant, 
who was listed as “President of S.I.M.Co.” — Swedish Iron Manufacturing Company. 
This company had recently purchased the former Nesbitt Iron Manufacturing 
Company which had been chartered in 1835. The industry that evolved expanded to 
the extent that a small village grew up around it. It was called Cooperville after Dr. 
Thomas Cooper, President of the University of South Carolina, and one of the 
investors in the ironworks complex.° This village is believed to have been where John 
Hord and family were living. Now extinct, Cooperville was located about five miles 
east of Gaffney, South Carolina on the western banks of the Broad River near the old 
Cherokee Ford. A cemetery was established on a high knoll west of the iron furnaces. 
It is unknown how many people were interred there. This cemetery was established 
to serve the needs of the ironworks community at Cooperville, so it is assumed those 
interred were workers and their families, as well as a number of slaves during the 
antebellum period. The site is about 1300 feet west of the Broad River and about 


1500 feet north of People's Creek.’ 


In the 1860 census, Sarah Hord was residing in the household with her sons, 
Francis and Richard, and grandson Francis E. Hord. They were living in the Camp 


* The northernmost portion of Union County was ceded to form Cherokee County in 1897. 
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Call area of Cleveland County, North Carolina; John Hord was not listed.°® It is 
assumed John died before the 1860 census; records have not been found. There is a 
Jan. 1, 1864 probate document filed in the Pickens District of South Carolina that 
mentions "John F. Hord,” deceased.? There was another John Hord from Newberry, 
South Carolina, and since family members were not mentioned in the document, it is 
impossible to know which John Hord was being referenced in the document. One 
clue with regard to the date of John's death can be found in the timeline for his son 
Richard. Richard had married a Cleveland County, North Carolina woman and had 
one child in July of 1855.*° If John died soon after the 1850 census, Sarah may have 
moved her family back to Cleveland County where Richard subsequently met and 
married Elizabeth Williamson. The latter is conjecture, albeit a reasonable 


conjecture. 


It is unknown how John Hord died or where he was buried. If he died while 
working for the ironworks company, he may have been buried in the Cooperville 
Cemetery. If on the other hand he and the family had moved back to North Carolina 
— or his body was returned to North Carolina — the most likely burial place would 
have been Zion Baptist Church Cemetery, since that is where his son and grandsons 


are buried. 


Sarah Hord was not listed in the 1870 census, so it is assumed she died 
between 1860 and 1870. She was probably buried at Zion Baptist Church where three 
of her grandchildren had been buried in 1863, 1865, and 1867. Her son, Francis 


Marion Hord, and another grandson were buried there in 1874. 
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Descendants of John and Sarah Hord 


2-John and Sarah Hord had two known children — Richard McDowell Hord and 
Francis Marion Hord. There is speculation their first child may have been Martha 
Wilson, mentioned in the 1850 census. Additional speculation suggests Sarah may 
have been previously married and had at least one daughter — possibly Dice Glenn 
who lived beside Sarah at the time of at least two censuses. Listed here is their 


children, grandchildren, and great-grandchildren. 


Martha Hord, 1* Born 


Based on circumstantial evidence, it is believed 3-Martha Wilson, who was 
residing in the same household as 2-John and Sarah Hord in 1850, was their first- 
born child. Her last name in that census was Wilson and she was 20 years old. Also 
in the household was a six month old infant named James Wilson. Listed as state of 
birth for both Martha and James was South Carolina. At this writing, this is all that 


has been discovered about Martha. 


4-James Wilson was born in 1850 in South Carolina. 


Richard McDowell Hord, 2™ Born 


3-Richard McDowell Hord, son of 2-John and Sarah Hord, was born on 22 
Nov 1833 in North Carolina, died on 18 Jul 1902, and was buried at Pleasant Grove 


Methodist Church Cemetery in Lincoln County, North Carolina. 


Richard McDowell Hord served with Co. B, 49th Regiment, NC Troops during 
the Civil War. He entered the Confederate Army as a musician; he mustered out as a 


2nd Lieutenant. He was a farmer, Justice of the Peace, and master carpenter." 


3-Richard McDowell Hord married Elizabeth C. Williamson, daughter of 
James Archibald Williamson and Nancy Crowder. Elizabeth was born in 1826 
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and died on 1 Jul 1859 of typhoid fever.’* She was buried at the Mode-MclIntire 
Cemetery in Camp Call, Cleveland County, NC. They had three children: an infant, 


Francis E., and Nancy Etta. 


4-An infant Hord was born on 26 
Jul 1855 and died in 1855. This 
infant was a twin of Francis. It is 
unknown if the baby was stillborn 
or died later. 


4-Francis “Frank” E. Hord, 
twin brother of the above infant, 
was born on 26 Jul 1855, died 28 
May 1911, and was buried in 
Cherokee County, SC. Burial: 
Oakland Cemetery. 


It is believed Frank was married 
twice; the identity of the first wife 
is unknown. 


Frank's second marriage was to 
Nancy Louise Roberts, 
daughter of William Roberts 
and Lucille Tanner, after 1899. 
Nancy Louise was previously married to Columbus Ramsey, with whom she 
had two sons. Nancy was born about 1855 and died on 25 Oct 1918. The 
headstone for Nancy uses her first husband's name. She is buried as Nancy 
Louisa Roberts Ramsey. Frank and Nancy 
had no children.

George was born in 1905 in Gaston County, NC, died on 12 Mar 1983, 
and was buried in Bulloch County, GA. They had one daughter: Cathy. 


5-Haley Hord was born in 1912. 


Haley and James Pilkenton were living in Swain County, North 
Carolina at the time of the 1930 census. 


Haley married James A. Pilkenton. James was born in 1907. 


5-Jess Richard Hord/Hoard was born on 16 Feb 1913, died on 21 
Aug 1982, and was buried in Statesboro, Bulloch, GA. Jess' surname 
spelling was changed when he was applying for a job with the Union 
Bay Paper Mill. He had inquired about a job there several times. At 
some point a supervisor there asked his name again. When Jess spelled 
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it “Hord,” the man informed him that wasn't how to spell the name — 
that is was spelled “Hoard.” Jess replied, “I don't give a damn how it's 
spelled — just give me a job!” And so it remained — Jess Hoard. 


Burial: Bulloch Memorial Gardens. 


Jess married Thelma Dellinger. Thelma was born on 27 Dec 1914 
and died on 10 Nov 1995. They had eight children: Betty, Martha 
Lee, Mary Ann, Charlie Richard, Susan, Steven Jackson, 
Michael Wayne, and Carrol.

5-Carl Julius Hord was born on 9 Nov 1921, died on 19 Sep 1986, 
and was buried in Savannah, GA. Burial: Forest Lawn Mem. Gardens. 


Carl married Margaret Jewel Smith. Margaret was born in 1927 and 
died in 2007. 


5-Lola Beatrice Hord was born in 1925. 


Lola married Shubel Anderson Boling. Shubel was born in 1919 
and died in 1994 in Savannah, Chatham, GA. They had five children: 
Vickie, Peggy, Nancy, Barbara, and Judy. 


3-Richard McDowell Hord's third marriage was to Mary Jane Towry/Wilson 
on 16 Feb 1887. The surname of Mary Jane was listed as Towery on the marriage 
record, as well as Towry in a newspaper announcement. However, death certificates 
of two of her children record their mother's last name as Wilson. Yet another lists her 
last name as Roseman. Her own obituary referred to her as “... Miss Mary Jane 
Wilson. . .” Since the marriage record was the most contemporaneous, it is more 
likely her last name was Towry. At any rate, Mary Jane was born on 8 Dec 1856 
(although her headstone states 1857) and died on 27 May 1931. 
Richard and Mary Jane had five children: an infant, Bynum Hicks, Thomas 
Bolden, Mary Webber, and Cleophus Wycliff.

Francis Marion Hord served with Co. I, 38th Regiment, NC Troops during the 
Civil War. On April 6, 1865, at the Battle of High Bridge, near Farmville, Virginia, he 
was captured by Union troops. From there he was held at the prison camp at City 


Point, Virginia.” 


His will indicates he and Ransom McEntire were co-owners of a cotton gin 


operation.”® 


3-Francis Marion Hord married Eliza C. Covington, daughter of William 
Covington and Mary Rincie Green, on 9 Aug 1860.” Eliza was born in 1843 and 


died in 1902. 


They had six children: Lugenia Josephine, an infant, John William, Richard 
Marion, Eliza, and Charlie D. 


4-Lugenia Josephine “Josie” Hord was born on 8 Jun 1861, died on 4 
Apr 1953, and was buried in Cleveland County, NC. Burial: Zion Bapt. Ch. 
Cemetery. 


Josie married Chesley Graham Poston. Chesley was born in 1857 and died 


in 1918. They had five children: Hattie, Alice, Robert Marion, Lydia 
Everett, and Bloomie. 


5-Hattie Poston was born on 10 Jun 1876, died on 12 May 1948, and 
was buried in Cleveland County, NC. Burial: Zion Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Hattie married Carmelious Sippio “Sip” Withrow. Carmelious 
was born in 1871 and died in 1942. They had seven children: Aubrey 
W., Lula Mae, Herman Charlie, Lettie Moree, Hollis Elmer, 
Wray Eugene, and Mary. 


5-Alice Poston was born on 13 Nov 1882, died on 27 Feb 1920, and 
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was buried in Lattimore, NC. Burial: Lattimore Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Alice married Foster Yates Jones. Foster was born in 1880 and died 
in 1958.

Joseph was 
born on 12 Mar 1864 in Cleveland County, NC and died on 9 Jun 1909 in 
Laneville, Rusk County, TX. They had two children: Lawrence and Carrie 
Lougenia. 


5-Lawrence Williamson, Sr. was born on 22 Jan 1887 in North 
Carolina, died on 29 Mar 1966 in Lindsay, Garvin County, OK, and was 
buried in McClain, OK.

Chapter 6 


Jesse Hord 


“Tell your children of it, and let your children tell their children, 
and their children another generation.” 
~ Joel 1:3 


Jesse Hord was the fifth-born child of James and Martha Puryear Hord. He 
was born in Virginia on Sept. 17, 1813. He married Jane “Jincy” Emmeline 
Gardner about 1836. Jincy was the daughter of Jeremiah and Jain Alexander 
Gardner.’ Jeremiah's great nephew, Oliver Maxwell Gardner, would become a future 
governor of North Carolina; his great-niece, Bess Gardner, married Clyde R. Hoey, 
another North Carolina governor, so it appears some of the Gardners answered the 
call to politics. In point of fact, the 1928 election of O. Max Gardner was the 
beginning of what would be called the “Shelby Dynasty,” a period of time when state 


leadership was emanating from Shelby, North Carolina.” 


At the time of Jesse and Jincy's marriage, Jeremiah Gardner had died. By the 
1840 census, Jesse and Jincy had two children, a male and a female, listed in the 
household, as well as a woman in the 40-50 age category.* The woman was probably 
Jincy's mother, Jain. They were all living in an area of Lincoln County, North 


Carolina known as “Upper Regiment,” named for the militia group for that area. The 
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following year, this area would become part of the newly formed Cleveland County. 


In 1842, The Baptist Church of Christ was constituted by the district 
presbytery. Its first pastor was Elder Drury Dobbins; Jesse and Jincy Hord were 
among its first members. This church was renamed Capernaum Baptist Church, 
which itself became Waco Baptist Church when it relocated to its present location at 
North Main Street in Waco. The church graveyard of the original site is located about 
two miles south of the present church. Jesse's wife, Jincy, was among the first 


members buried at the old Capernaum Church Cemetery. 


In November of 1846, Jesse Hord was appointed for “patrol” in Captain Moss' 
Company for a term of one year.‘ Slave patrol, predecessor of a city police 
department, was common in many communities in the antebellum South.* Their 
function was to look for runaways and to restrict the movement of slaves as a means 


of preventing a rebellion. Jesse Hord himself was not a slave owner at the time. 


In 1849, Jesse and his brother-in-law, Jonathan Newman Gardner went to 
Columbia, South Carolina to market their crop. On the return trip, Jonathan became 
ill and died from what a doctor described as “brain fever.” As he was just 34, perhaps 


he was stricken with viral meningitis or encephalitis. 


44. Jonathan Newman GARDNER. Born 26 Jan 1815. Died 19 Feb

Jonathan and Mary Ann Gardner bought a farm later known as the Sam 
Putnam old home place situated two or three miles west of Zion Baptist 
Church. Here they raised eight children. In 1849 Jonathan and 


brother-in-law Jessie Hord made a trip by wagon to Columbia, SC to 
market their crop. On their return trip Jonathan was taken sick one 
night with what the doctor pronounced as brain fever. He died the 
following night in Shelby before reaching home.

In the 1850 census, Jesse was listed as a farmer with real estate valued at 


$295.° Jesse and Jincy's six children were residing in the household; the older 
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woman listed in the previous census was no longer listed in the household. Little 
Mary had just been born on May 27. The enumeration date for the census was June 1 
that year; Jincy died on June 5 — just nine days after giving birth to Mary. While it is 
assumed her death at the young age of 31 was due to complications of childbirth, 
family lore maintains Jincy committed suicide, perhaps due to postpartum 
depression. Jincy was buried at Capernaum’ Cemetery near Waco, North Carolina.”* 
Jesse and Jincy's six children were, in order of birth: Martha, James Young, 


Jane Olivine, Susanna Rebecca, Thomas “Tom” Richard, and Mary . 


It would be three years before Jesse would marry again. It can be reasonably 
assumed that his oldest daughter, 15-year-old Martha, took over the responsibility of 
looking after the baby and her other siblings. On Aug. 7, 1853, Jesse married 21-year- 
old Nancy E. Conner? Nancy's parents were Jacob and Azubah Jones Conner. 
They both died young, leaving Nancy orphaned by age 12.*° Her uncle, Seth Conner, 
was appointed guardianship, but by the 1850 census, she was living with her 


grandparents, William and Hannah Goodson Conner.”

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listed as a farmer, but property values were not listed. Their children ranged in age 


from little Willie, age 1, to John, age 16.“ 


By the 1880 census, Jesse and family had moved back to Cleveland County. 
They were living in an area known as “Warlick's” in No. 5 Township.” There were 
still nine children in the household, ranging in age from 5-22. Property information 


was not listed on this census. 


The closest churches to Jesse's farm were New Prospect Baptist Church to the 
north and Pleasant Hill Baptist Church to the south. The round trip was somewhat 
lengthy for the 1880s. The story is told that a woman by the name of Elizabeth Love 
Wilson, repulsed by the liquor store across from where her cows grazed, saw the 
need for a church in the area. She dreamed of starting a church; and so it was. In the 
summer of 1883, a revival meeting was held under a brush arbor just yards from 


Jesse's farm.

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By 1884, a small frame building was erected about 9/10 of a mile south of the 
brush arbor. It was named Elizabeth Baptist Church, in honor of its founder, and 
Jesse Hord became one of its charter members. The location of that building was 
described by former pastor, Fred Mauney, as “sitting approximately where the grave 


of Zeb Cline is next to the parking area north of the present church building.” 


In 1889, Jesse was called to testify in a court suit brought by the children of 
his sister, Susannah. The defendants were their cousins, Sabe and Matt Hord. They 
were trying to prove their right to a portion their grandfather's land. They relied on 
Jesse's testimony to show that their grandmother, Martha Puryear Hord, had 
remained on the James Hord land until her death. The transcript of Jesse Hord's 
testimony in the case file for the John E. and Susannah Hord Cabaniss estate suit; 


begins on page 23 of the file: 
Jesse identifies himself: 


“Son of James Hord, dec'd. Susannah Cabaniss, my sister; same 
father. James Hord died when I was 12 or 13 yrs. old. Iam now 78. 


Susannah married John E. Cabaniss before my father died.” 
(names his brothers and sisters as set forth in complaint.) 
Regarding the land in question; deed dated Sept. 15, 1820: 


Jesse: “I know the land in said deed. It is the James Hord land where 
my father resided and died. He did not live there many years up to his 
death. He died not many years after he bought it. After father died, we 
all lived there several years; don't know how many. My mother 
continued to live there from the time father died up to her death. She 
died with one of her children, but this place was her home and had 


been since father died. 


I know that father occupied the land 4 or 5 years at least before he 
died; don't know whether it was under this deed or not. Father died 


about 1824; can't say exactly — about then. Mother stayed off and on 
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with Richard Hord and myself, but this place was always her home 
and in her possession. I was married when I was 22 and moved out of 
the neighborhood, but I know it was her home. I can't tell exactly how 
much she was actually on it or she_____ (illegible) her children. I 


don't know exactly how long father was there. 


Mother got her support there and went back and forth. She had some 
of her things in the house when she would go off to see her children. 
She had her things and her home there when she died.”” 


This document has several pieces of information that helps to create a 
timeline; however, some of the statements conflict with documented facts. Jesse said 
his father died after his sister, Susannah got married, then later said his father died 
in 1824 when he was 12 or 13. One would think the memory of a specific event would 
be more salient than the memory of dates or ages. Marriage records show the date of 
Susannah's marriage to John E. Cabaniss was Dec. 15, 1825. Whatever the state of 
Jesse's memory in 1889, it is truly a treasure to have this unique window into the 


past and in his own words. 


Due to the loss of the 1890 census, there is a gap in Jesse's timeline, but at 
some point he purchased a house within the city limits of Shelby. The house, 
previously owned by John Harrill, was located on the west side of N. Lafayette St. 
just south of the railroad line. It is believed the house was rented out. At the time of 


Jesse's death, J. D. Webb was listed as the occupant. 


On May 10, 1894 Jesse's wife of almost 41 years died. Nancy Conner Hord was 
the mother of John Mordecai, Edgar Patrick, Josephus, Margaret Mahala, 
Nancy Matilda, Jacob George, Sarah Emmeline, Eliza Pamela, William 
M., Adam Boyd, Julia Ann, and Lillie. Nancy was buried in the Elizabeth 
Baptist Church Cemetery. 


On June 20, 1898, Jesse Hord died; he was 84.*® He had been the father of a 


total of 18 children and although he had lived a long life and had a generous amount

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of property, he died intestate and in debt. The following month, the children of Jesse 
and Nancy filed a summons for relief against the children of Jesse and Jincy for fair 
settlement of his estate."? All of his real estate and personal property would be sold. A 
notice was published in the local paper, The Cleveland Star. Jesse's farm was located 
on the west side of Buffalo Creek between what is now the Fairview Farms and Troy 
Road areas along Moss Lake in Cleveland County. A portion of the land that was 


Jesse's is now beneath the waters of Moss Lake.

It was undoubtedly a sad time for the family of Jesse Hord. Whatever the 
reasons for his financial situation, it appears his health and good nature remained 
with him for most of his life. At the advanced age of 78, he made the news for his 
athletic ability. By age 84, he was still picking cotton. Being his great-great 
granddaughter, this author can only hope to be able to keep up with Jesse. These 


little news tidbits bring a smile. 


Mr. Jessio Hord, although rejoicing in 
soventy-cight years is still full of life and 
active asa young man. He challenged 
recently our handsome lawyer, James L. 
Webb, for an athletic trial in the gym- 
nasium. Mr. Hord easily won and 
“skinned the cat” on the horizontal pole, 
but the young lawyer's legs were too 
long and he failed.—Shelby Aurora.

to arrest a mule thief. 


¢ In March of 1897, J. Y. and his second wife “.. . went out, leaving his three 
youngest children at home. The oldest, about nine, got hold of a pistol. It 
fired, hitting his little sister in the left hand and right shoulder.” 
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¢ In June of 1897, the boiler of J. Y.'s saw mill engine burst; no one was hurt 


but the explosion was heard quite a distance away. 


¢ In November of 1903, J. Y. was on his way to Cherryville when his wagon, 


loaded with cotton, overturned. One of the bales landed on top of him. 


¢ In January of 1917, J. Y. received word that his son, Robert Milton Hord, had 
been shot and killed in Toccoa, Georgia. His son, Will, went by train to bring 
the body home. As it turned out, it was a case of mistaken identity. Robert 


Milton Hord was alive and well and working in Oklahoma. 


¢ In May of 1920, J. Y. Hord was appointed Justice of the Peace.

3-Jane Olivine Hord, daughter of Jesse Hord and Jane "Jincy" Emmeline 
Gardner, was born in Feb 1841 in Cleveland County, NC, died on 17 Jan 1917, and 
was buried at Elizabeth Baptist Church Cemetery in Shelby, Cleveland County, North 


Carolina. 


Jane married George W. Barrett, son of William Barrett and Mary Ford, in 
May 1864. George was born in Jan 1846, died on 2 Feb 1901, and was buried in 
Shelby, Cleveland County, North Carolina. George W. Barrett served in the 
Confederate Army with Co. F, 55th Regiment, NC Troops. On May 5, 1864, he was 


wounded in the jaw. After returning to duty he was captured at Sutherland's Station, 
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Virginia. He was held at Point Lookout, Maryland until his release on June 23, 1865.

Chapter 7 


Edwin Patrick Hord 


"She did not stand alone, but what stood behind her, 
the most potent moral force in her life, was the love of her father."

Edwin Patrick Hord was born in Virginia in 1816, the sixth child of James and 
Martha Puryear Hord. Most of the records pertaining to him use his middle name or 
“E. P.” The year of his birth is based on census records. Patrick was the last of James 
and Martha's children to marry. Brothers marrying sisters was fairly common in the 
19" century, and so it was for Patrick and brother Richard. On Feb. 7, 1843, he 
married Nancy Jane Thompson, Margaret Thompson Hord's sister.*In 1849, after 


the death of Nancy and Margaret's father, Samuel, Patrick became the guardian of 


their younger brother, William Albert Thompson.’

On the 1850 census, Patrick, his wife, Nancy, and four-year-old daughter, 


Rebecca, were living in Cleveland County. William Albert Thompson was not 
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residing with them. He would have been about 20 years old, so apparently was on 
hison. Patrick's farm was valued at $300 and there were two little black girls, age 4 
and 12 listed on the slave schedule. The census taker that year visited Patrick's farm 
on Sept. 1, 1850; Nancy was pregnant and gave birth to daughter, Martha, the very 


next month.? 


Patrick and Nancy had six children, but only Rebecca and Martha survived to 
adulthood; the other four died in infancy. Nancy died Aug. 8, 1854 and was buried in 
the T. W. Gardner Cemetery beside her four infant children.* Her daughters, Rebecca 
and Martha, were just eight and five, respectively, at the time of her death. Patrick 
died five years later on May 22, 1859. Although a marker has not been found, it is 


assumed he was buried beside his wife and infant children. 


As for the young daughters of Patrick and Nancy, their uncle, William Albert 
Thompson — once a guardian of Patrick's — had become a medical doctor and took 


guardianship for Rebecca. Uncle Richard T. Hord, became Martha's legal guardian. 
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Descendants of Edwin Patrick and Nancy Jane Thompson Hord 


2-Patrick and Nancy Thompson Hord had six children, but only Rebecca and 
Martha Cerepta survived to adulthood; the other four died in infancy. They are listed 


here along with their children, grandchildren, and great-grandchildren.

3-Rebecca A. Hord married Alexander Williams, son of Miles Williams and 
Mary Lackey, on August 28, 1861. They were married in Lincoln County by Justice 
of the Peace, David Boyles. W. R. Clark was their witness; F. M. Dellinger served as 


bondsman.’ 


Alexander Williams enlisted in the Confederate Army on March 29, 1862. He 
was promoted to full Corporal on July 1, 1862 and served with Co. C, 55th Regiment, 
NC Troops. He died near Raleigh, North Carolina on September 25, 1862.° 


3-Rebecca A. Hord next married the man who had served as their bondsman, 
Franklin Monroe “Doc” Dellinger, son of Levi Dellinger and Elizabeth 
Hoyle.’ Franklin was born on 10 Dec 1838, died on 24 Mar 1891, and was buried in 
Lincoln County, North Carolina. 


Rebecca and Doc had six children: an infant, Noah Lemuel, Ollie A., John

After the deaths of her parents, she became the legal 
guardian of Richard T. Hord, her mother's brother-in-law.® Martha lived with 
Richard T. Hord and family for 27 years before marrying. 


3-Martha Cerepta Hord married 26 year old John Joseph Stockton, 
son of Francis Marion Stockton and Louisa Yandel Cabaniss on November 


18, 1886.’ John was born on October 5, 1860, so Martha was 10 years older than he. 


John Joseph Stockton died on July 3, 1930; Martha died on April 3, 1933. 
They were both buried at the Elliott Cemetery near Polkville, North Carolina.® 


John and Martha Hord Stockton had no children. 





Chapter 8 


Martha Jane Hord 


“Being a mother is an attitude, not a biological relation.” 
~ Robert A. Heinlein 


Martha Jane Hord was the seventh and last child of James and Martha 
Puryear Hord. She was born in Virginia about 1819. She was the baby when the 
family made the long journey from their farm in Virginia to their new home in North 
Carolina. One can only imagine the difficulties her mother endured on that long 
journey from Virginia. 

On February 7, 1839 in Rutherford County, William Covington (possibly the 
father of Eliza Covington) posted a marriage bond on behalf of Josiah McEntire and 
Martha J. Horde.’ According to the Raleigh Register, which published an 
announcement, the marriage took place in Lincoln County, North Carolina. It also 
stated her name as “Martha P. Hord;” middle initial believed to be a misprint.* 

Martha Jane's husband, Josiah, was the son of Aaron McEntire. Josiah was 17 
years older than Martha and was a widower. He was previously married to Louvenia 
Proctor, the mother of his eight children. When they married, Martha Jane received 
a ready-made family with three or more of the younger children still in the 
household. 

The 1850 census recorded Josiah and Martha Jane residing in Taylor's Ridge 
Valley in Walker County, Georgia.’ From their farm in the valley, the McEntires 
probably had beautiful views of Taylor's Ridge to the east and Lookout Mountain ten 
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miles northwest. The 1850 census was the first census to list individual family 
members and their state of birth. It appears Josiah and family relocated at least twice 
between 1839 and 1850. Residing in the household were two sons from Josiah's 
previous marriage, Alonzo and Joseph, and five daughters with Martha Jane. Three 
of their daughters were born in North Carolina: Susannah Rebecca (1841), 
Mariah J. (1842), and Pantha Catherine (1845). Two were born in South 
Carolina: Martha Parthena (1847) and Harriet Hannah (1849). It is unknown 
why Josiah and Martha Jane left North Carolina. It is possible the same economics 
that drew Martha Jane's brothers, James W. and John Hord to South Carolina were 
at play. Then at some point prior to the census, they moved to Georgia where they 
remained. Georgia had had its own gold rush in 1828, but mining had declined by 
1850. The state was aggressively developing its railroad infrastructure and 
agricultural opportunities were a large draw, especially for cotton. 

In the 1850s, Martha Jane and Josiah had three more daughters: Laura 
Avoline (1853), Missouri Ann (1854) and Emma Elizabeth (1857). It is unclear 
whether the family moved from Taylor's Ridge Valley or whether the U. S. Census 
Bureau changed the way they enumerated Georgia districts, but by 1860 the 
McEntire family were listed in the Chestnut Flat District of Walker County. Josiah 
was listed as a farmer with personal estate valued at $150; no value was recorded for 
real estate. All eight of their daughters were residing in the household. Their last 
child, Westley Jefferson Davis McEntire, was born in 1861.*Three of Josiah's 
sons from his marriage to Louvenia enlisted in the Confederate Army; one — Joseph 
A. McEntire — was killed in the Battle of Chickamauga, second only to the Battle at 
Gettysburg in casualties. It took place just a few miles from their home. 

The 1870 census listed the family's location as “Subdivision 145” in Walker 
County. The post office was at Rock Spring, so more than likely the family was still in 
the same place but the census bureau had changed enumeration district names 
again. Josiah was still farming and had real estate valued at $125. Three daughters 


were still residing in the household.® 
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By the 1880 census, Josiah had died and Martha Jane was living in Hickman 
Township, Scott County, Arkansas. She was listed as head of household and 
widowed; son, Westley, age 17, was living with her.° Martha Jane either returned to 
Rock Spring, Georgia at some point or died and her body was returned there. There 
is a burial record that records both Josiah and Martha Jane interred at the McEntire 
Cemetery near Rock Spring in Walker County, Georgia.’ 

Martha Jane is the only child of James and Martha Puryear Hord for whom a 


portrait exists.° It was made later in her life. The date was not recorded.

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Afterword

As I write, it is 15 September, 2020. Two hundred years ago today, James 
Hord purchased 200 acres of land “lying on both sides of Harris Creek.” Today is my 
pre-established endpoint for this project. The last descendant has been entered; the 
first ancestor remains a mystery — just what I expected for any work of a genealogical 
nature. The range of emotions that I experienced while conducting the research for 
this book was not expected. I discovered so many stories — success stories, travel 
stories, funny stories that made me laugh out loud, and sad stories — some so tragic 
they brought me to tears. Taken together the stories stir a renewed sense of love, 
admiration, and appreciation for the family I never met. They are the reason I am 
here; the reason my children and grandchildren are here. And most assuredly, at 


least in small incremental ways, they shaped me. 


I also re-learned some American history. I came to see how the things that 
happen to people — good or bad — is a function of their time and place on this old 
rock, as well as the culture, the religious upbringing, the politics in play, the general 


economy, and Mother Nature. 


Six years ago when I began the process of writing this book, I did not in my 
wildest imagination anticipate finishing it during a global pandemic. As I write, this 
novel coronavirus named COVID-19, has resulted in almost a million deaths 
worldwide; close to 200,000 of those have occurred in the United States. Nothing of 


this magnitude has impacted the world since the H1N1 Influenza (erroneously 
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dubbed the “Spanish” flu) pandemic in 1918. That one killed 695,000 people in the 
United States; sadly, we are on track to match those numbers. Thankfully, several 
vaccines are in sight. At any rate, the situation has brought a sense of urgency in 
many people of a certain age to think about getting their affairs in order. For me, it 


has made me move the goalpost for finishing this work a little closer. 


While the story of the first five generations has been told here, it is not 
“finished.” It undoubtedly contains some errors and numerous omissions. I hope this 
book has provided some answers to the many questions our present day descendants 
have had about the James and Martha Puryear Hord family. I am sure there are 
many questions that will go forever unanswered. Records are being digitized and 
uploaded to sites such as FamilySearch and Ancestry at a rapid pace. Hopefully 
future researchers will be able to unlock the enduring mysteries of our shared 
ancestry, correct mistakes, and add to the family history so that the James and 


Martha Puryear Hord story continues.

Appendix I 


Native and African-American Connections 
to the Hord Family of 
Cleveland County, North Carolina 


There are census records of several Hords or Hoards listed as “black” or 
“mulatto” in 19th century census records. In those days “mulatto” meant half-black 
OR half “Indian.” These Hords either took the name Hord or were descended from 
one of the Hord brothers living in the upper Cleveland County area. Genealogies of 
four of these families are detailed in the drop-down menu linked to this tab. 

There are at least two family stories passed down of Hord men who married 
Native American women. Adaline Carpenter, wife of Ethel Hord and Sarah Hord, 
wife of John Hord are both rumored to have been “full-blooded Indians.” Hulda Neal 
Hord, wife of Thomas Richard Hord, is rumored to have been at least “part-Indian.” 
Her granddaughter, LaRue Hord Poston, remembered her as “one of the prettiest 


women in the community.” 


Below are abstracts of records mentioning Hords as black or mulatto. 


1850 Slave Schedule for Cleveland County, North Carolina: 


The only two Hord slave-holding households in Cleveland County were those of 
Martha Puryear Hord and her son, Richard T. Hord. Listed in Martha’s household 
was a 44-year-old black female, and two black males, ages 15 and 17. Listed in 
Richard T. Hord’s household was one 26 year old, black female, as well as four black 


males, ages 30, 13, 10, and 7. 


1860 Slave Schedule for Cleveland County, NC: 
By the 1860, Richard T. Hord was not a slave owner. The only two Hord slave- 


holding households in Cleveland County were those of Martha Puryear Hord and her 
son, Jesse Hord. Listed in Martha’s household was one black female, age 56, and 
listed as a “fugitive from the state.” Listed in Jesse Hord’s household was one black 


male, age 22, also listed as a “fugitive from the state.” 
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1870 US Federal Census for Cleveland County, NC: 

In the 1870 census, Ethel Hord was recorded as a 30-year-old black man, residing in 
the same household with Richard T. Hord. His occupation was “farm laborer.” 
Listed as black and living in the Number 9 Township with the H. F. Schenck family: 
Jerry Hord, age 55. 

Listed as black and living in the Number 9 Township: John Hoard, age 35, Nancy 
Hoard, age 34, Thomas R. Hoard, age 10, Julia H. Hoard, age 7, Marion F. Hoard, 
age 4, Mary E. Hoard, age 4, Martha Hoard, age 3, and James Hoard, age 1. 


1880 US Federal Census for Cleveland County, NC: 
Listed as living in the Number 9 Township: Richard Hord, black, age 50, Mariah, 


mulatto, age 38, Margaret, mulatto, age 12. 
Listed as living in the Number 9 Township: Ethel Hord, male, mulatto, age 35, 
Adaline, mulatto, age 26, Amanda Hord, mulatto, age 12, John F. Hord, mulatto, age 


8, Mamy E. Hord, age 1. 


Jerry Hord 


Jerry Hord was the first black man recorded by the surname of Hord in 
western North Carolina. According to the 1870 census, Jerry was born in 1815 in 
North Carolina. He was listed as a farm laborer for Henry F. Schenck, a land owner 
in the Gardner’s Ford area near Lawndale, North Carolina. No family members were 
listed. 


By the 1880 census, Jerry was an independent farmer living in Double Shoals, 
North Carolina. He was recorded in this census as Jerry "Hard" and that he was born 
about 1824 in Virginia - as was his father and mother. He had married Annie, age 38, 
and four children were listed: George, age 17, Laura, age 15, Albert, age 8, and 
Marcus, age 1. All family members were listed as "black." 
1-Jerry Hord married Annie Dillingham on 20 November, 1870. Annie was born 


in 1842 in North Carolina. They had six children: George, Laura Jane, Albert, 
Fannie, Marcus Lemuel, and Sarah. (George and Laura may have been children 
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from a previous marriage, although later records list Annie Dillingham as the mother 
of Laura.) 


2-George Hord was born in 1863 in Cleveland County, NC. 


2-Laura Jane Hord was born in Sep 1865, died on 26 Dec 1915, and was buried in 
Lawndale, NC. Burial: Philadelphia UMC Cemetery. 


Laura married Andrew Hull. Andrew was born in 1844 in Burke, NC. They had two 
children: Mae and Bertha Lou. Marriage Notes: Andrew was previously married to 
Rachel Hildebrand, with whom he had several children.

3-Bertha Lou Hull was born in 1898, died on 21 Mar 1932, and was buried 
in Cleveland County, NC. Burial: Hopewell Bapt. Ch. Cemetery 


Bertha married William Arthur Ramseur. William was born in 1892 and 
died in 1971. They had 12 children: Margaret, James William, Connie 
Mae, Katie Lucille, William Arthur, Andrew, Nevater, Paul, Hal, 
Cal, Mary Sue. 


4-Margaret Ramseur was born in 1916, died on 6 Jul 1932, and was 
buried in Cleveland County, NC. She had no known marriage and no 
known children. Death Notes: Margaret died of tuberculosis. Burial: 
Hopewell Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


4-James William Ramseur, Sr. was born on 31 May 1917, died on 
25 Jun 1962, and was buried in Lawndale, NC. Burial: Ramseur Bapt. 
Ch. Cemetery. 


James married Ann Wilson. They had one son: James William. 
4-Connie Mae Ramseur was born in 1918 and died in 1932. 


4-Katie Lucille Ramseur was born on 12 Aug 1919, died on 1 Jul 
2010, and was buried in Lawndale, NC. Burial: Ramseur Bapt. Ch. 
Cemetery. 


Katie married Odell Hutley. They had three children: Mary Ruth, 
William Oliver, and Thomas. 


4-William Arthur Ramseur, Jr. was born on 25 Aug 1920, died on 
28 Mar 1983, and was buried in Lawndale, NC. Burial: Ramseur Bapt. 
Ch. Cemetery. 


William married Shirley Fannie Mae Curtis. They had five 
children: Delores, Lawrence Edward, Kenneth William, Larry 
Jerome, and Warren Lee. 


4-Andrew Ramseur was born on 21 Dec 1921, died on 23 Mar 2001, 
and was buried in Lawndale, NC. Burial: Ramseur Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Andrew married Ida Mae Wilson. Ida was born in 1926 and died in 
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2001. They had two children: Charles Andrew and Martha Rose. 


4-Nevater Ramseur was born on 16 Sep 1923, died on 1 Oct 2010, 
and was buried in Double Shoals, Cleveland County, NC. Burial: 
Mountain View Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Nevater married Rev. J. Q. Camp. J. was born in 1921 and died in 
2011. They had two children: Lucious and James William. 


4-Rev. Paul Ramseur, Sr. was born on 9 Feb 1925, died on 20 Mar 
1995, and was buried in Lawndale, NC. Burial: Ramseur Bapt. Ch. 
Cemetery. 


Paul married Mary Stella Brintley. Mary was born in 1926 and died 
in 1996. They had seven children: Birnell, Robert Lee, Paul, 
Howard Eugene, Mary Elizabeth, Carolyn Denise, and Edna

Anginette was born in 1933 and died in 
2007. She may have also married a Welsby. 


They had seven children: Cal, Roy Timothy, Otis Francis, Gary 
Williams, Linda, Nora, and Frances.

4-K. C. Ramseur was born in 1910 and died in 1930. K. C. was listed 
as the adopted son of William and Bertha on the 1920 census; on the 
1930 census, he was listed as a cousin. 


2-Rev. Albert Hord was born in Apr 1871, died on 8 May 1935, and was buried in 
Lawndale, NC. Birth Notes: 1900 census records birthdate of April, 1871; headstone 
states “1870.” Burial: Philadelphia UMC Cemetery. 


Albert married Candace Ross, daughter of Harrison Ross and Elizabeth, in 
1891. Candace was born in May 1876 and died in 1922. They had nine 

children: Edward, Esper Lee, Donia, Jerrie, William, Emma Louise, Calvin 
Ashley, Emanuel Cleothus, and Ted. Birth Notes: according to the 1900 census. 


3-Edward Hord was born on 8 Aug 1892 and died in 1950. 


Edward married Cora Chambers. Cora was born in 1900 and died in 1926. 
They had one daughter: Willie Lee.

Burial: North Oakland Street Cemetery. 


Esper married Leola McCombs, daughter of Robert McCombs and 
Consadia Jamerson. Leola was born in 1885, died in 1918, and was buried 
at East Side Cemetery in Shelby, NC. They had two children: Primrose and 
Esper Lee. 


4-Primrose Hord was born on 9 May 1914, died on 27 Feb 1934, and 
was buried in Shelby, NC. She had no known marriage and no known 
children. Burial: Primrose's death certificate states she was buried in 
the "City Cemetery," Shelby, NC - probably East Side Cemetery. 


4-Esper Lee Hord, Jr. was born 12 Feb 1916. He was working as a 
painter at the Rex-Hanover Mill when he was accidentally electrocuted. 
He died 2 Sep 1940 and was buried in Gastonia, NC. Burial: North

died in 1978. Another name for Ezeperee was Ezeperee Higgins, Hord, 
McCaskill, Triplett.

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for a location in a Dickens novel. Fannie suffered from a number of issues and died 
there. Burial: Woodlawn Cemetery. 


Fannie married Alfred G. James in 1905 in Pennsylvania. Alfred was born in 1884 
in Wales. 


2-Marcus Lemuel Hord was born on 11 Dec 1877, died on 5 May 1952, and was 
buried in Pittsburg, PA. Burial: Homewood Cemetery 


Marcus married Easter/Esther Ross, daughter of Harrison 
Ross and Elizabeth. Easter/Esther was born in 1877 and died in 1927. They had 
four children: William D., A. Lucy, Fannie Alice, and Helen. 


3-William D. Hord was born on 3 Nov 1900 in Cleveland County, NC, died 
on 5 Sep 1923, and was buried in Pittsburg, PA. He had no known marriage 
and no known children. Burial: Allegheny Cemetery.

John Jefferson Hord 


John Jefferson Hord's family is recorded in the 1870 census residing in 
Township No. 9 very close to the Richard T. Hord farm just south of Lawndale. The 
value of their farm was listed at $200. Six children were in the household and all 


family members were listed as "black." 


John's family was recorded in the 1880 census residing in Double Shoals. 


Caroline was listed as sick with "consumption." The birthplace of John and his father 
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was listed as NC; the birthplace of his mother was listed as Virginia. Ten children 
were listed in the household; missing was first-born, Thomas R. Hord. All family 


members were listed as "black." 


John Jefferson Hord was born in 1835 in North Carolina and died after 1898; 
he made his will on 8 August, 1898. He was referred to as "J. J. Hord" in some 


records. 


John married Nancy Caroline. Nancy was born in 1836 in North Carolina and 
died before 1893 in Cleveland County, North Carolina. Caroline was listed as "dead" 
on the 1893 marriage record of her daughter, Mary, to Wilson Earls. She probably 
died soon after the 1880 census in which she was recorded as sick with 
"consumption." 
1-John Jefferson and Nancy Caroline Hord had 11 children: Thomas R., 


Julia H., Marian F., Mary A., Martha M., John James, Noah C., Dovey O., 
Joseph W. C., Ema E., and Titus.

Wilson was born in 1859, died in 1953, and 
was buried in Shelby, NC. Wilson's death certificate recorded his place of burial as 
"Gardner Webb Cemetery." This may have been renamed Webb Memorial 

Lawns. Wilson was married at least four times. 


2-Martha M. Hord was born about 1867 in Cleveland County, NC, died after 1910, 
and was buried in Lawndale, NC. Burial: Philadelphia Bapt. Ch. Cemetery. 


Martha married Martin Guyton. Martin was born in 1843 and died in 1906. They 
had five children: May, Freeman, Llillian, Jane, and Totsy.

He had no known marriage and no known 
children. Noah died at the Pittsburgh City Tuberculosis Hospital. Burial: Woodlawn 
Cemetery. 


2-Dovey O. Hord was born in 1873. 


2-Joseph W. C. Hord, Sr. was born on 5 Aug 1875 in Cleveland County, NC, died 
on 7 Jan 1935, and was buried in Gastonia, NC. Joseph's death certificate recorded 
his occupation as "ran a wood yard." He died of a gangrene infection following 
frostbite. Burial: "City Cemetery" in Gastonia; now North Oakland Street Cemetery. 


Joseph married Rosa Stewart. Rosa was born on 28 Oct 1871 in Freeport, 
Armstrong, Pennsylvania and died in 1958 in Pittsburgh, PA. They had four children: 
Joseph Wade Calvin, Burnett Jefferson, Horace Cook, and Casper.

In the next 
household was a 66 year old woman named Eliza Good. This may have been the 
mother of either Richard or Mariah, but this is speculation based on her age and 
proximity in the census and the fact that Richard and Mariah named one of their 


daughters Eliza. 


By the 1900 census, Richard is believed to have been listed by the name, Dick 
Hord, born May, 1832. He was residing in Double Shoals and was listed as widowed. 
1-Richard Hord was born in May of 1832 in North Carolina. Richard married 


Mariah. Mariah was born about 1834 in North Carolina and died before 1900. They 
had four children: James, John, Eliza, and Margaret. 


2-James Hord was born about 1858 in Cleveland County, NC. 
2-John Hord was born about 1858 in Cleveland County, NC. 
2-Eliza Hord was born about 1863 in Cleveland County, NC. 
2-Margaret Hord was born about 1869 in Cleveland County, NC. 


Ethel Hord 


Ethel Hordwas born in what was then Rutherford County, North Carolina 
and died after 1900 in Cleveland County, North Carolina. 


In the 1870 census, Ethel was recorded as a 30 year-old black man, residing in 
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the same household with Richard T. Hord. His occupation was "farm laborer." 


By the 1880 census, Ethel had married and had three children. Ethel's age was 
listed as 35; his wife, Adaline, was 26. Their children were Amanda, age 12, John F., 
age 8, and Mamie, age 1. In this census, all family members - including Ethel - were 


listed as "mulatto." 


In the 1900 census, Ethel's age was listed as 60. Residing in the household 
was his wife, Adaline, age 49, son, Summie, age 16; son Benjamin, age 11; and 
daughter Ida, age 18, who had married Berry Wallace, age 29, three years earlier. All 


were listed as "black." 


Adaline Carpenter, Ethel's wife, was born about 1854. Another name for 
Adaline, reported by an Ancestry.com contributor, was the Cherokee name 
"Kolanvgeya.”" In September of 1869, a bastardy bond on behalf of Adaline was 
posted jointly by John and Arthur Wellmon. Amanda Hord, age 12, listed in the 1880 
census, may have been this child. The marriage record of Ethel and Adaline states 
they were married in a schoolhouse by Justice of the Peace, Samuel Elam, on Dec. 15, 


1870. 


There were six children listed in two censuses: Amanda, John Franklin, 


Mamie Ella, Ida, Ethel Summie, and Harry Benjamin. 


2-Amanda Hord was born about 1868. Amanda may have married 
an Edmondson. 


2-John Franklin Hord was born on 30 Jan 1874 in Cleveland County, NC, died on 
3 Oct 1948, and was buried in Jeffress, VA. General Notes: John Franklin Hord was a 
blacksmith. 


John married Mary Elizabeth Hoyle. Mary was born in 1881 and died in 1914. 
Another name for Mary was Mamie. They had nine children: Mearlie Gertrude, 
Frederick Douglas, Lillian Mae, Isabelle, Marie Mattie, Ralph Franklin, 
Carrie Ethel, Leroy, and Rosa Ella. 


3-Mearlie Gertrude Hord was born on 18 Nov 1899 in Cleveland County, 
NC, died on 20 Jan 1965, and was buried in Clarksville, VA. Burial: Cedar 
Grove Cemetery. 


Mearlie married Guy Boswell. Guy was born in 1895 and died in 1969. They 
had eight children: Moses Cottrell, Marie, Thelma, William, General 
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Lee, Ginnie, Mae B., and Thomas Franklin. 


3-Frederick Douglas Hord, Sr. was born on 13 Oct 1900 in North 
Carolina and died in Jul 1976 in Pennsylvania. 


Frederick married Corrine Webb. Corrine was born in 1903 and died after 
1940. They had one son: Frederick Douglas. 


3-Lillian Mae Hord was born in 1903 and died about 1933 in Mecklenburg 
County, VA. Burial: Lillie Mae may be buried at Saint Luke's Cemetery in 
Skipwith, VA. Her husband and three of her children are buried there as well. 


Lillian married Stephen A. Winkler, Sr.. Stephen was born in 1897 and 
died in 1983. They had five children: Mary Elizabeth, John F., William, 
Dorothy Mae, and Stephen A. 


3-Isabelle Hord was born about 1904. 
3-Marie Mattie Hord was born about 1907. 
Marie married Willie Gooch. Marie may have married a Dickerson. 


3-Ralph Franklin Hord was born on 14 Mar 1909 and died on 27 Jun 1985 
in New Rochelle, NY. 


Ralph married Cora Pettus. Cora was born in 1915, died in 1961, and was 
buried in Mecklenburg County, VA. They had one son: Alfonso. Burial: 
Rocky Mount Cemetery. 


Ralph next married Isabell Carter Webb. 


3-Carrie Ethel Hord was born on 27 Aug 1910 in Mecklenburg County, VA, 
died on 3 Jul 1980, and was buried in Mecklenburg County, VA. Burial: Saint 
Matthew's Cemetery. 


Carrie married Jay J. Pompey. Jay was born in 1910 and died in 1993. They 
had one daughter: Christina. 


Marriage Notes: Jay was previously married with one child. 
Carrie next married Percy Jeffries. Percy was born in 1895 and died in 1965. 


3-Leroy Hord was born on 24 Oct 1913 in Cleveland County, NC, died on 11 
Apr 1995, and was buried in Danville, VA. Burial: Highland Burial Park. 


Leroy married Lucinda Stewart in 1949. The marriage ended in divorce in 
1970. Lucinda was born in 1925. They had one son: Jimmie. 


Leroy next married Arlene June Dodson. Arlene was born in 1916 and died 
in 1985. 

3-Rosa Ella Hoard was born on 24 Apr 1914, died on 28 May 1991, and was 
buried in Danville, VA. Burial: Highlands Burial Park 


Rosa married Ulysses Desmond Foster. The marriage ended in divorce. 
Ulysses was born in 1915 and died in 2006. 
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2-Mamie Ella Hord was born on 28 Jul 1878 in Cleveland County, NC, died on 20 
Jun 1964, and was buried in Monroeville, PA. Burial: Restland Memorial Park. 


Mamie married William Arthur Peeler in 1895. The marriage ended in divorce. 
William was born in 1876 and died in 1957. They had five children: Harvey, 
William McKinley, Myrtle Mariah, Lucy, and Mary. 


3-Harvey Peeler was born on 5 Feb 1896 in Cleveland County, NC, died on 
16 Jan 1908, and was buried in Pittsburgh, PA. Death Notes: Harvey died of 
scarlet fever. Burial: Allegheny Cemetery 


3-William McKinley Peeler was born Oct 1898 in Cleveland County, NC. 
William married Rosa Marie. 


3-Myrtle Mariah Peeler was born on 8 Jan 1900 in Cleveland County, NC, 
died in Feb 1976, and was buried in Sharpsburg, PA. She had no known 
marriage and no known children. Burial: Greenwood Cemetery. 


3-Lucy Peeler was born on 22 Apr 1902 in Cleveland County, NC died on 26 
Jan 1905, and was buried in Pittsburgh, PA. Burial: German Lutheran Cem. 


3-Mary Peeler was born in 1905 in Pittsburgh, PA. 


Mamie next married George Clifton about 1929. George was born in 1873 
and died in 1937. 


2-Ida Hord was born in Jul 1881 in Double Shoals, Cleveland County, NC. 


Ida married Berry Wallace Lominick in 1897. Berry was born in Aug 1870 in 
South Carolina. 


2-Ethel Summie Hord was born in 1884 and was buried in Maryland. Burial: 
Ethel Summie is probably buried with his wife at Mount Calvary Cemetery in 
Brooklyn Park, MD. 


Ethel married Lillian Alice Wimbush. Lillian was born in 1897, died in 1978, and 
was buried in Anne Arundel, MD. They had seven children: Ethel R., Robert 
Harrison, Alice B., William Ralph, Eugene Harold, Paul R., and Ellen 
Marie. Burial: Mount Calvary Cemetery 


3-Ethel R. Hord was born in 1920. Ethel was a teacher. 


3-Robert Harrison “Nunny” Horde, Sr. was born on 13 Jan 1921, died 
on 9 Jul 1991, and was buried in Baltimore, MD. Burial: Woodlawn Cemetery. 


Robert married Gertrude Baker. Gertrude was born in 1922 and died in 
1949. They had two children: Charles Kyle and Robert Harrison. 


3-Alice B. Hord was born in 1923. Alice had one daughter: Michelle. 
3-William Ralph Hord was born on 11 Sep 1925 and died on 18 Sep 1974. 


3-Eugene Harold Hord was born on 6 Nov 1927 in Maryland and died on 1 
Jun 1994 in Baltimore, MD. 
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3-Paul R. Hord was born on 1 Nov 1933 in Maryland, died on 12 Nov 1969, 
and was buried in Baltimore, MD. Burial: Baltimore National Cemetery 


3-Ellen Marie Horde was born on 2 Jan 1936, died on 26 Jul 2010, and was 
buried in Baltimore, MD. Burial: Woodlawn Cemetery 


Ellen married Richard Butler in 1996. They had no children. Marriage 
Notes: Richard was previously married with children. 


2-Harry Benjamin Hord was born on 10 Oct 1888, died on 3 May 1950, and was 
buried in Three Churches, Hampshire County, WV. He had no known marriage and 
no known children. Note: Harry's headstone has 1889 as his year of birth. Burial: 
Branch Mountain Cemetery. 


Fannie Gardner 


Fannie Gardner was born in slavery in Virginia and brought to Rutherford 
County, North Carolina about 1800 by Thomas William Gardner. About 1830, 
Fannie had a daughter. She named her Flora Gardner. Flora's father was rumored to 
be one of the Hord brothers living nearby. Of the Hord brothers in the area, Richard 
T. Hord would have been about 24 years of age in 1830; James W. Hord would have 
been about 21; John would have been 18; Jesse would have been 17; Patrick would 


have been 14. 


As to the paternity of Flora, there are conflicting accounts reported. The c. 
1924 Gardner files housed in the Genealogy Room inside the Cleveland County 
Library mentions Flora, stating, “. .. her half brother is Albert Hord of Shelby, as 
they have the same dady (sic).” Albert Hord was the son of Richard T. Hord. 
However, the 1929 death certificate of Flora Gardner names Jesse Hord as her 
father. 
2-Flora Gardner was born about 1830 in Rutherford County, NC and died 18 Jan 


1929 in Cleveland County, NC. She is buried at Philadelphia UMC Cemetery in 
Lawndale, NC. 


Flora had three children: Emma Lilly, Alice, and Charles; all took the last name 
Gardner. 


3-Emma Lillian Gardner was born about 1864. 


Emma married William Alfred Schenck, son of Richard Schenck and 
Sarah, in 1890. They had one son: Thomas Alfred. 
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4-Thomas Alfred Schenck was born in 1892 and died in 1949. 


Thomas married Lora Mull. Lora was born in 1894 and died in 1952. 
They had nine children: Charles "Boot," Portia, Warren G., 
Mildred Katherine, Marion Frances, Tomie Bernice, Dorcas, 
Patricia, and Gerald. 


5-Charles "Boot" Schenck was born in 1918; died in 1983. 
Charles married Ruth Hoyle. 

5-Portia Schenck was born in 1920 and died in 2008. 

Portia married Everett Lee Elmore. 

5-Warren G. Schenck was born in 1922 and died in 1984. 
Warren married Lois Wray. 

5-Mildred Katherine Schenck was born in 1924. 

Mildred married Thomas Jernigan Glenn. 

5-Marion Frances Schenck was born in 1926; died in 2018. 
Marion married John Titus Wormley. 


5-Tomie Bernice Schenck was born in 1928 and died in 
2018. She had no known marriage and no known children. 


5-Dorcas Schenck was born in 1930. Dorcas married a Ross. 
3-Alice Gardner was born about 1866. 
3-Charles Gardner was born about 1870.

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Early Hord Family Locations 


Originally the lands of the Chickacoan, Northumberland County was named 
for a county of the same name in England around 1644. In 1651 and 1653, Lancaster 
and Westmoreland Counties were formed from it. In 1656, Old Rappahannock 
County was formed from Lancaster County. Old Rappahannock County became 


extinct in 1692 when it was divided to form Essex and Richmond Counties. 
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Shady Grove, the plantation owned by John and Jane Hord, was located in what is 

now Caroline County, Virginia. Initially, part of the plantation was in Essex County. 
In 1937, an aerial photograph was made of the area prior to its sale to the U. S. 

Army. At that time the old homeplace was still standing and trees surrounding two 


cemeteries are visible. 
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James and Martha Puryear Hord were married in Mecklenburg County, 
Virginia where James' father, Thomas, had owned land. Thomas Hord also owned 
land in neighboring Charlotte County. Indeed, because Thomas Hord owned 
property in two counties, the location of various legal documents has been confusing. 
He married his second wife in Charlotte County; his will, however, was filed in 
Charlotte County. 
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Most of Thomas' property was in Charlotte County. He owned 600 acres of 
land along Cargill's Creek and another 300 acres in an area known as Poole's tract. 
Additionally, his land holdings included a small island in the Staunton River between 
Difficult Creek and the head waters of the Roanoke River. It was known as “Hord's 


Commnties 


Island.” There was a ferry across the river called Cargill's Ferry. Thomas Hord took 
over the operation of the ferry when he married Mary Allen Cargill, the widow of 
Daniel Cargill.

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The counties of North Carolina also evolved over time. Present day Cleveland 
County was once part of Old Tryon County which formed from a portion of 
Mecklenburg County west of the Catawba River in 1768. Due to surveying errors and 


delays, Old Tryon County also encompassed a large section of northwestern South 


Carolina.

The north-south boundary

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In 1820, James and Martha Puryear Hord purchased 200 acres of land in the 
eastern part of Rutherford County. The Hords were residents of Rutherford County 
until 1841 when Cleveland County (initially spelled Cleaveland) was formed from the 
eastern portion of Rutherford County and western portion of Lincoln County. 


Their land was on both sides of Harris Creek in the area of present day Double 


Shoals, North Carolina. 
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This is a copy of the deed to James Hord's land. James Hord purchased 200 acres 


from David Johnson. The deed transfer was dated Sept. 15, 1920.

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Approximate locations of James and Martha Puryear Hord's homeplace in relation 
to that of their son, Richard T. Hord. Richard built his home approximately one and 


one quarter miles northeast and across Harris Creek from his parents’ house. 
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Of the seven children of James and Martha Puryear Hord, seventh-born 
Martha Jane was the only one to have left Cleveland County permanently. She and 
her husband, Josiah McEntire moved from North Carolina to South Carolina, then to 
Georgia where they settled in Walker County. They lived in the Rock Spring 


community. Some of their children settled in nearby Ringgold, Trion, Lafayette, and 


Summerville. 
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Richard T. Hord's property was about 1 1/4 miles northeast from James and 
Martha's property. From tax records, it appears third-born James W. Hord and 
sixth-born, Edwin Patrick Hord, may have lived on Richard's property; they are 
listed on tax records, but not as land owners. 

Second-born, Susannah Hord, married John Elliott Cabaniss and rented land 
west of Polkville, North Carolina in the Duncan's Creek postal district. 

Fourth-born, John Hord, and wife, Sarah, moved to Cooperville, (now extinct) 
South Carolina. There was a large ironworks operation there along the Broad River. 
It was just east of Gaffney in what is now Cherokee County. Sarah Hord moved back 
to Cleveland County after John's death. 

Fifth-born, Jesse Hord, owned land on the western side of Buffalo Creek. The 
creek was dammed in 1974 to form Moss Lake. Part of what was Jesse's land is now 


underwater; the greater portion is now part of the Fairview Farms subdivision.
